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' A CLEAR DUTY. 


THE demands of a pressing obligation are to be set before 
the Jewish Community of this country during the next few 
weeks. A campa’gnon behalf of the Palestine Foundation 
Fund (Keren Hayesod) is to be inaugurated by a public meeting 
on Monday next, when the chief speaker will be Dr. WEIZMANN, 
the leader of the Zionist Movement, who has recently concluded 
a visit to Palestine. The purpose and object of the Palestine 
Foundation Fund are the providing of means whereby a National 
Home for the Jewish people may be established in Palestine, a 
policy that was first. promulgated by the British Government, 
has since received the commendation of the Poxers of the 
world, and for promoting which the Palestine Mandate has 
been entrusted by the Powers to Great Britain. Since 
the initiation of the Fund some three and a half years 
ago, a million and a half sterling has found its way into its 
coffers. Of this considerable sum, however, not much more than 
£30,000 has been received from the United Kingdom. This 
works out roughly at an average of sixpence per Jewish soul 
in this country per annum, or, say, two shillings per anni 
per family. Is that the true measure of the material assistance 
English Jews are willing to give in support of British policy 
in Palestine? Is that the utmost Jews in this country feel called 
upon to doin response to the appeal to our people conveyed by the 
Balfotr Declaration, and in deference to the racial, the religi- 
ous, the traditional call which the possibiljty of re-establishing 
in Palestine a Jewish Nation has upon them? If English 


Jews had to be judged by this gauge, then it were but. 
reasonable to conclude that they have virtually dis- 


sociated themselves from the hopes and aspirations 
which Jews have for so long nourished and maintain@, 
have pondered over and prayed about in their most sacred 
commune with the Almighty, and the record of which is writ 
large and deep in the Bible which they cherish and in the 
Prayer Book which they hold as sacred. It were a sorry day 
for Judaism in this country if such a conclusion were valid. 
That Anglo-Jewry'’s contribution to the Foundation Fund 
truly represents its real interest in the great enterprise of 
Jewish re-nationalisation, is difficul6 to believe. It is this 
doubt, in which we fully share, that has induced the campaign 
which is to begin next week. 

By many we are sure that the true aim and the vital 
importance to all Jews of setting up in Palestine a National 


Home for the Jewish people is missed or misunderstood, as we. 
are equally certain that it is very frequently misrepresented. 
Jewish Nationalism stands to-day as the one hope for the 
entire future of Judaism, from whatever aspect it may be con- 
templated. The fact that it cannot reasonably be placed any 
higher than a hope and cannot be set down as a certainty, is but 
another way of saying that it is liable to human conditions and 
hitman infirmities. But it claims~—and for our part we believe 
rightly and justly claims-to be the only means yet revealed 
to us for the salvation of Judaism, either as a_ religion 
or as a cult or both. It is the only means we know of 
which will at once raise the status of \the Jews of the 
world in the eyes of the world and place an envaluation 
upon the name of Jew, which will rescue it from the prejudice 
and the despite which it has drawn upon itself, mainly because 
of the world-position Jews have been forced for generations 
to occupy. The Jewish people to-day, as for the last nearly 
two thousand years, are a race of wanderers, homeless and 
everywhere the guests—more or less welcome—of other 
peoples. ‘To a certain extent the citizens of all nations or, 
anyway, of many nations—are in like case when they become 
inhabitants of other countries than their own. But the Jew’'s 
unstable and unsettled position is accentuated by the fact that 
the Jewish people itself has no homeland. So that the Jew 
lives a mere symbiotic existence-at best, but for the most part 


a constant round of ‘migration, of persecution and of toleration, 
which is often as jisastrous to his soul as persecution is to his 
hody. And the only amelioration is the charity of fellow-Jews 
for the time being more fortunate—an altogether misplaced act 
when employed as a permanent policy. The Jewish Nationalist 
helieves that with the establishment of a Jewish National 
Home, a beginning will be made of. the setting right of this 
glaring wrong. Not in an instant, not by the wave of some 
magic wand can this be accomplished : these are not days of 
miracles. But’ a beginning here and now is possible so that a 
new era for the Jew may be inaugurated. The Jewish Nationalist 
believes that only by such a measure as he advocates can the 
Jewish religious mission on earth be accomplished: that only 
when the position of the Jew is considerably bettered will his 
moral influence be sufficient to carry out in any measure worth 
speaking of the Heaven-sent task which he feels is placed upon 
him as the price of his existence. Only by the setting up ofa 
National Home in Palestine, the Jewish rebuilding of the 


country, can the first beginnings be made of that transforma- 


tion of the Jewish position, which alone will bring true salva- 


' tion to the Jew and render him recognised as a blessing to all 


mankind. Sucha Catise ought surely to appeal to every Jew, 
whatever his precise religious predilections; wherever he may 
live, however he may be positioned ; and it is to all Jews, with- 
out distinction of class or origin, that the Foundation Fond 
appeals. Nobody of Jews placed in the favourable position of 
the. Jews of this country ought to have answered such a call 
by subscribing during three years a sum which, as. we have 
shown, aggregates to about sixpence per head per annum! 
Jews who are convinced that it is a good thing that the 
Jewish po:ition in the world should remain the anomaly that 
‘tis: that the grim and tragic round which makes up so much 
of Jewish history should go on unaltered; that our people 
ehould still, without even the protest involved in endeavourmg 
to avoid such treatment, suffer uncomplainingly either grinding 
persecution such as was imposed upon our brethren by Tsarist 
Russia, or the blood bath to which they have recently been con- 
denned in the Ukraine, or the insults which even in countries 
like Exgland and America and France and Germany countries 
of learning, of scientific attainment and that boast of being in 
the forefront of civilisation—they are day by day subjected to, 
cannot be expected to support the Palestine Foundation Fund. 
Those who think it is a good thing for our people to be cireum- 
stanced as they are, in short that the Jewish world-position is 
one of which the Jew has nothing to complain, that it enables 
him to occupy a worthy place among his fellow-creatures, that 
it is one that tends to the maintenance of the Jewish religion 
and the free play of the Jewish soul, will not subscribe to 
the Palestine Foundation Fund. But how many Jews are there 
who think thus? Are there any Jews worthy of the name who, 
if they think at allof the place in the world's econonly occupied 
by Jews, do not become bitterly saddened, do not wish to do 
their share in amending it and are not anxious to contribute to 
the utmost of their power towards work which is best calculated to 
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hasten a dawning ray of light in the thick darkness by which 
the Jewish position to-day is enveloped ? Can there be any doubt 
that, look where we will, placing the rosiest of spectacles before 
our eyes, the great Movement that secks to establish a National 
Home for our people in Palestine, affords the sole and only 
chance of the lifting of the cimmerian cloud ? 

There must be other reasons than those so frequently 
quoted, to account for the paucity of support which Jews in 
Great Britain have hitherto afforded to British policy in Pales- 
tine: That it is also the one concrete suggestion before us 
for the betterment of the Jewish position is insufficient, 
It may be argued that Jews in this country are, as Jews, 
selfish, mean, careless and indolent. There is, however, much 
in the history of Anglo-Jewry to show that we have by 
no means proved ourselves altogether devoid of altruism, 
generosity, regard, and energy where Jewish matters have 
claimed us. That the Jews of this country care nothing for 
the duty they as citizens owe the Government of the country 
in aiding them in the carrying out of their task in Palestine, 
will surely not for a moment be admitted. Why,then, has the 
contribution from Anglo-Jewry to the Foundation Fund been so 
piteously meagre? We, for our part, believe-that some of the 

reason at least is to be found/im faulty leadership of the Move- 


ment, in the constant whittling down in practice of the whole. 


idea and scope of its work in the direction of Jewish re-national- 
sation, by the British Administration in Palestine, in the com- 
promising with National principles, in the hope of making easier 
their way, which has been so sinister a feature of late among 
those professing and calling themselves Zionists. All this, in 
our view, has tended to the discouragement of our people. UU 
has tended to their conclading that the National Home for the 
Jewish people is going to be at best some trumpery parody of our 
anticipations, or a structure which could form no reliable basis 
for the betterment of our world-position; and they have in con- 
sequence, become listless. 

Well, whatever the drawbacks which hitherto have induced 
Anglo-Jewry (and it is by no means the only Jewry of which 
much the same could with truth be said) not to take its rightful 
place in this great work, its opportunity has come for those 
comprising it to show themselves in Jewish matters bigger than 
things merely incidental, for their fixing their eyes upon the true 
issue and avoiding details, however important and indeed in a 
sense vital in themselves. The true issue can be put in a few 
words: Are you satisfied with the Jewish position as it is? Are 
you not ashamed as a Jew of the condition into which your 
people has come? 
Jewish re-nationalisation, the building up of a Jewish Nationa! 
Home, for sensibly ameliorating the Jewish lot, and for placing our 
Answer these 
questions by the light of common sense and of practical reason - 


people in a fitting status vis-c-vis mankind? 


and then, despite all that has happened in the depleting and 
diminishing of the splendid implications of the Balfour 
Mandate, despite the wibble wobble of the Administration in 
Palestine ani the shilly shally of the Zionist Organisation, 
there will arise before your mind's eye the new Judea which, 
in embryo, Palestine is to-day presenting. You will see how 
in face of every difficulty, Jews are steadily, inch by inch, 
redeeming their ancient land from the cankering rust of ages. 
You will see that even in the tiny handful of Jews who have 
as yet been permitted to settle in Palestine, there has grown up 
in but ao little white a robust idealism in respect to everything 
that is Jewish, a determination that the Jewish soul shall live 
again-in religion, in art, in science, in commerce, in indu stry ; 
‘that the bent back and slinking habit of: the Ghetto shal! give 
place to the erect form and the fearless mien of true manhood, 
so that Jew will come to connote in the minds of al! men, not 
the despised and rejected of the earth, but a people, the hem of 
whose garment, in the language of prophetic. imagery, all 
peoples will take hold of and say: Let us go up with you to 
the mountain of the Lord and to the house of the God of Jaco) 
—show us the way of life in its Jewish conception, so that we 
may see a world made better, cleaner, saner, holicr and nearer 

- to the common Father of us all! 

That is the message of Jewish Nationalism ; that is its eal! 
upon all Jews, and its first labour the setting up ia Palestine 
of a National Home. And it is for means, whereby that great 
and sacred labour may be done, tliat the Foundation Fund Was 
instituted and is now specially appealing to the Jews of Great 
Britain,

The Alien and the Jew. 


Miscellaneous Topics. 
By Mentor. 
A T the moment of writing, the polls in the pending General 


Election will not for ;et some hours be open. I bave not, 

therefore—-nor for the matter of that has anyone else—the 

remotest notion as to which Party will succeedin its 
appeal to the country. In such circumstances, and as this contribu- 
tion will not be published until the electoral die is cast, anything 
I say cannot in the remotest influence or prejudice the choice of 
anyone in the electing of the next House of Commons. ‘Thus, | feel 
free to say that I regard with considerable misgiving a statement 
made by Mr. Baldwin, and published in the Jewish CHRONICLE of last 
week, in reference to a projected further turn of the anti-alien screw. 
Mr. Baldwin's pronouncement does not stand alone. I have noticed 
that many candidates of the Party of which he is Leader have 
expressed anti-alien sentiments. In more than one case the candidate 
has intimated that should he be elected he would be in favour of 
further restrictions being placed upon the entry of aliens into this 


country, and of further legislation prejudicial to the alien who is 
settled bere. 


Now let us clear our mind of cant, and look this thing squarely 
in the face. It may no} suit our amour propre, and indeed may be 
painful to those of us, who, like the present writer, are English 
citizens by birth, to recognise the fact, but a fact it is none 
the less, that when these people speak of aliens, they really mean 
Jews. ‘They would probably tell you that it is because the’ people to 
whom they refer are aliens, and not in the least because they. are 
Jews that they deem it necessary to place upon them this restrictive 
legislation. 1! doubt not that they would be perfectly bonest and 
candid in saying to. But we have to remember two or three things 
in this matter. In the first place, the Jew is an alien in this and 
other countries in which he settles, in a far different sense from 
that in which the non-Jew is an alien. For the most part, non- 
Jews settled in a country not that of their birth and upbringing, are 
there temporarily, intending to go back to their native land 
when their object in migrating has been accomplished. That is 


notoriously the case, for instance, with Italians, many of whom come 


to England and more of whom go to America, not with the object of 
permanently adopting the new country as their own, but with the idea 
of one day being able to retire from the pursuit of their vocations and 
return to their own land, there peacefully and with ease to pass the 
rest of their daysin life. Butthe Jew is in different case. If he 
comes to England or goes to America from, say, Russia or from Poland, 
‘his one object, his one idea, is to become English or American 
and he does not think of returning. He is not, hence, in 
the full sense an alien, though he, of course,is so in the 
legal sense.’ He bas shaken off for ever, so far as his life goes, his 
native land; and his allegiance, bis loyalty, his fealty is for the land 
of his adoption. That I submit differentiates very materially the 
average Jew who becomes an alien-immigrant, and the non Jew 
who takes up his residence in a land other than the one in which 
he first saw the light. Moreover, the Jew is, in most cases, an alien 
by accident. He does not leave his native land merely because— 
please note I say merely—he can do better for himeelf 
in: another country than he could had he the full opportunities 
accorded to citizens in general of his native place. Either 
through repressive legislation or mob persecution, often connived 
at by his own Government the Jew has not equal opportunity with 
the non-Jew for making a career in the country in which he was 
born, Sohe looks around to see whether it is possible to go to 


another country and there have a better chance, 


Here, again, I submit the Jew—the alien Jew —is in an altogether . 


different position from the alien non-Jew. He is the victim of circum- 
stances forced upon him. He is compelled toleave the land in which 
be was born. He is obliged to become an alien in another country. 
Another consideration which we must not overlook in this matter is 
that the large majority of aliens in England are, in fact, Jews. It, 
therefore, is no consolation for us to be told that this legislation is 
aimed at aliens. The point is that it hits Jews. We know well 
enough that if this kind of legislation is put into force it is 
inevitable that Jews must be hurt. I6 will hurt Jews who 
should be objects of compassion and mercy and sympathy, because 
they are for a considerable part the victims of a state of affaires in

Because, in the eyes of so many non- 
Jews and of all anti-Jews, the Jew is, by reason of his race, of hig 
religion, of his history and of his destiny, to all intents and purposes 
an alien, whether he has been boru in this country or has been 
naturalised here or not. Many people reading this will think 
that I am taking an unduly pessimistic view of the Jewish 
position in a country like this, and that I am ignoring the 
extent to which the English-born Jew, or the Jew naturalised 
here, is looked upon very widely as just an English citizen 
without differentiation and without distinction. In alarge measure 
that is so, but in a larger measure, as all of us know, anti- 


Jewish feeling which arises from the sentiment of the not English - 


character of Jews, obtains. It is all right so long as the average 
non-Jew has no complaint to make against the Jew, or so long as he 
feels for any reason a friendly disposition towards bim. But let 
there be any cause of complaint against a Jew, any animus arising 
from a dispute with him, then whatever the length of family 
residence the Jew may be able to boast of, however much he 
has identified himself with everything that is English, however 
industriously he has sought to bean Englishman (albeit of ‘the 
Jewish persuasion), then the one who thinks, rightly or wrongly, 
that he is aggrieved, does not for a moment hesitate in denominating

It may be said that this only refers to the personal relationship 
of Jew to non-Jew; but we have recently had evidence galore to the 
contrary.

The First Jewish M.P. 


It is generally supposed that Baron Lionel de Rothschild, father 


) of the first Lord Rothschild, was the first Jew to become a member 
of the English Parliament. ‘That is not correct, although he was 

| the first conforming Jew to do so. Indeed, until the fight in which 
he was a protagonist was so fur won and while an oath to which no 
conforming Jew could possibly subscribe was obligatory upon anyone 
who became a legislator, only a Christian could consistently fill that 
public office. Baron de Rothschild was not allowed to sit.in the House 
of Commons until 1858, although baving several times, since 1547 
when be was first returned, been duly elected as representative of 
the City of London, he served on several Parliamentary Committees 
and indeed had all the privileges of a Member accorded him except 
the right to sit and vote. But Disraeli became a Member in 1437; 
and Ralph Bernal who, like Baron Lionel de Rothschild, represented 
the City of London, was returned in 1818; while Sir Manasseh Lopev, 
who was twice fined and imprisoned for corrupt practices but after- 
wards became Recorder of the borough of Westbury for which he 
had been Member, entered the House of Commons in 1802. This 
ancestor of thé present Lord Ludlow thus appears to bave been the 
first Jew to become an MP. 


The. First Jewish Peer. 


Karlier however, Samson Gideon, son of the famous financier 
of the same name, found a place in a branch of the Legislature and

Proof bas more than once been brought for the denial 
that anything like the majority of the Russian Government are 
Jews in any sense of the word, uniess it be that which the 
Oxford Pocket Dictionary has given in its first edition, and which

Why, then, should Lord Curzon be the medium of main- 
taining this untreth? Only, it occurs to me, on the basis of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer's estimate of election speeches. 
If this be so, then who would not regret finding a man like 
Lord Curzon demeaning himself to the position of a Party 


back, to use the Chancellor's expression? But I should like to . 


know what Lord Curzon had in view in mentioning Jews as he did 
in relation to the Russian Government. Suppose what he said was 
as true as it is untrue, how would the fact that the Soviet Govern. 
ment was manned by Jews rather than non-Jews alter the true 
position or the measure that if is right to apply to it? It would surely 
have been suflicient for his argument if Lord Curzon had merely 
said that few of those responsible for the Russian Government wera 
tussian by birth. Is it not clear that be introduced his Jewish 
reference so as to add to the prejudice he hoped his audience 
would feel against those comprising the Russian Government? Or, 
putting itanother way,the conclusion is inevitable that Lord Curzon 
could find nothing more calculated in his view to cast obloquy upon 
the Russian Government than to say that they were Jews. And this 
is in England in the year of grace 1924, and Lord Curzon of 
Kedleston, one of the leading members of the Upper House of the 
Legislature, is thought to represent to no little extent, English 


culture and all those fine qualities which go to make up the 
Englishman!

After various matters of a formal nature had been disposed of, the 
CHAIRMAN mentioned that among the apologies for non-attendance were 
two from Col. J. Waley Cohen and Major Isidore Saimon, whose absence 
was due to their being Parliamentary candidates. They wished these two 


gentlemen, and other candidates who were members of the Deputies, 


eucceés In the I-lections. As acommunity they had not any sympathy 
with any particular party. They gave their votes as Englishmen, and 
exercised that franchise to the best of their ability as did other citizens. 


Scotch Marriage Acts. 


Dr. SAMUEL DAIcHEs (Leeds, Beth Hamedrash). submitted a state. 
ment on Law and Parliamentary matters. He pointed out that complaints 
had been received as to the necessity of Jews having banns published in 
Church when one of the parties resided in England and the other in 
Scotland. He moved that the matter be referred to the Law and Parlia- 
mentary Committee for further consideration. 


The CHAIRMAN pointed out that the subject had been before the 
Deputies many years ago, and the difficulty was that there were a large 
number of Statutes both in Scotland and England which ought to be 
altered. ‘They bad communicated with the Scottish Registrar General, 
who had replied that the matter was down for ‘consideration in the near 
future. When larliament had time to review the Seottish Marriage Acts, 
the question would be taken Into consideration with a view to amend- 
ment, but they might have to wait a very long time. 


Mr. ALrkeD INsTONE (Pontypridd) thought it would be a_ good 
opportunity for the Committee to have reported to them what Bills might 
possibly bo ‘brought forward that would have a direct interest from a 
Jewish standpoint. He said this because that meeting was being held at 


. an opportune time, and they had the opportunity of questioning candidates 
on matters which affected them as Jews, 


The CHAIRMAN said it was well known that all Bills before Parliament 
-lapsed when Parliament dissolved. As a matter of facet, there 
were no Billsin view which concerned Jews more than any others, and 
there was no occasion for them to issue any warning or advice to electors. 


Mr, Lucien Woll’s Mission to Geneva. 


Mr, O. E. D’AVIGDOR GOLDSMID submitted the following reports o! 
meetings of the Joint Foreign Committee : 


A meeting of the Joint Foreign Committee was held on Wednesdav , 
20th, at 61, Old Broad Street’ Mr. Q. Henriques, August 
THE SUNDAY CLOSING LAW IN SALONIKA.-The Committee considered a 
large number of appeals from the Jewish community in Salonika pressing for 
intervention with H,M. Government and the League of Nations to secure the 
’ withdrawal of the new Sunday Closing Law which bad been applied to aleiinn 
The Secretary reported that correspondence on the subject was still in progress 
with the Foreign Office. A Memorandum had also been sent to the Secretary - 
General of the League of Nations with a request that it be submitted to the 
Council of the League when the question of extending the League's guarantee 
to the Minorities Treaty with Greece should come up for consideration. Aa the 
grievances of the Jews of Salonika arise very jargely from the concentration in 
that city of some hundred thousand refugees from Asia Minor, the good offices 
of the League’s High Commissioner for Kefagees had also been invoked. The 
Committee approved the steps that bad been taken and instructed the Secretary 
to watch the question carefully during the approaching Meeting of the Assembly 
of the League. It was announced that the Alliance Israclite bad associated itself 
with the action of the Joint Committee in Geneva. 


THE “ Ciausus.”—In accordance with a Resolution adopted at 
the previous meeting of the Committee, the Legal Sub-Committee has obtained 
Counsel’s Opinion on the question whether the Hungarian “ Numerus 
Ciausus " Law is, or is not, an infraction of the Minorities Section of the Treaty 
of Trianon. This Opinion answers the question of the Committee in the affirma- 
expresses the view that an Appeal to the Permanent 
Justice would elicit a decision. The 
mittee have accordingly instructed the Secretary to take the necessary steps 
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with the Council of the League of Nations for the submission of their case to 
the Permanent Court. 
Tur Jews tn RuMANIA.—The Secretary reported that he had brought the 


grievances of the Jews of Rumania in regard to the new Nationality Law and 


other matters to the notice of M. Titulescu, the Rumanian Minister in London, 
M. Titulescu had telegraphed to his Goveroment on the subject, and it had been 
arranged that M. Duca, the Rumanian Minister of Foreign Affairs, would meet 
Mr. Wolf in Geneva in September and discuss the grievances with him witha 
view to arriving at an amicable arrangement. 

Tue FatasHas...The Committee considered correspondence which had 
passed between the Secretary and the League of Nations relative to the dis- 
abilities of the Falashas and the desirability of obtaining from Abyssinia a 
recognition of Minorities Rights. As Abyssinia was admitted to Membership of 
the League without a Declaration on this subject being required from her, the 
question can only now be raised with the goodwill of the Abyssinian Govern- 
ment. ‘Phe Secretariat of the League has indicated a way in which the question 
may be broached. The Committee resolved to instruct the Secretary to act 
upon this suggestion during the session of the Assembly of the League. 


A further meeting éf the Committee was held at 60, Old Broad Street, on 
Wednesday, October Ist. Mr. O. E. d'Avigdor-Goldsmid presided. 


The Secretary made a statement on his mission to Geneva in connection 
with the fifth session of the Assembly of the League of Nations and. the 
Jewish questions dealt with by him on that occasion. He said that he 
had represented the Alliance Israélite Universelle and the Jewish Colonisa- 
tion Association as well as the Joint Foreign Committee and that, in 
connection with certain emigration questions, he had also been asked to act 
as delegate of the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and 
Women and the Save the Children Fund. It was satisfactory to note that 
although the work of the Assembly had been pre-oceupied by questions of 
Disarmament and International Arbitration and Security, the Minorities 
Treaties had figured very prominently in the Debates of the Assembly and the 
proceedings of the Council. There was, however, no attempt this year to 
repeat the effort of previous years to limit their scope or to diminish the 


effectiveness of the procedure under which infractions or dangers of infraction 


of these important instraments are dealt with by the Council. - It is true that 
one of the Minorities States contemplated a proposal to substitute an Inter- 
national Convention, applicable to all States Members of the League, for the 
existing Treaties, but it was realised that such a change would prove fatal to the 
Treaties as they stand, and the proposal was accordingly not proceeded with 
The debates on the Minorities Treaties were rendered pecuiiarly significant by 
the emphatic protests of loyalty to the Treaties which came from almost all the 
Minorities States. In the course of the session, the ratification of the Greek 
Minorities Treaty was announced, and the Council thereupon placed it under 
the guarantee of the League. ‘The chief political questions dealt with 
on behalf of the Joint Foreign Committee were the Sunday Closing question 
in Salonika, the Hungarian numerus clansus, the Kamahianand Polish Nationality 
Laws, Minorities in Ethiopia, and the Reform of the Calendar. With one 
exception, these questions were treated by Mr. Wolf in private negotiation with 
Delegations of the Governments concerned and the Secretariat of the League. 
The Salonika question was the exception. The case against the application of 
the Greek Sunday Closing Law to Salonika was submitted to the Council of the 
League in documents which hereafter will be published, but unfortunately the 
question does not come explicitly within the Minorities .obligations of the 
League, and the Council took no action. Mr. Wolf, however. entered. into 
friendly negotiations with the Greek Delegation, by whom he was met in an 


.extremely friendly spirit.. The result of the conferences was that a definite 


scheme for settling the question was submitted to the Greek Government. 
Before leaving Geneva, Mr. Wolf was assured by M. Tsouderos, the Greek 
Minister of Finance, that the Cabinet of Athens would make proposals to the 
Greek Parliament for the modification of the Sunday Closing Law in a sense 
calculated to give complete satisfaction to the Jews. With regard to the 
Numerus Clausus Law, Mr. Wolf had an interview with Count Apponyi, the 
Chief of the Hungarian Delegation, to whom he. submitted the sug 
gestion that the Hungarian Government should itself ask the Permanent 
Court of Internationa! Justice for an opinion on the validity of the Law under 
the Minorities Clauses of the Treaty of Trianon. Meanwhile, he settled with 
the Secretariat of the League the broad lines of the Appeal to the International 
Court, which the Joint Foreign Committee will submit to the Council of the 
League in the event of the Cabiuet of Budapest declining to adopt the Com- 
mittee’s proposal. The Ramanian Nationality Law was discussed in all its 
bearings with M. Duca, the Rumanian Minister of Foreign Affairs, and a 
definite understanding was arrived at, under which all the grievances arising 
under the Law will be remedied by a special Commission to be set up immedi 
ately. On the subject of the Polish Nationality Law, assurances were received 
from Count Skrzvnoski, the Polish Foreign Minister, that he would take up the 
matter on. his return to Warsaw, and that every effort would be made to give 
satisfaction to the Jewish point of view. 


Mr. GOLDSMID congratulated Mr, Wolf on the success of his efforts 
at Geneva. 


Mr. Morris Myer (Cannon Street Road) asked whether Mr. Wolt 
was aware that the Alliance Isradlite had sent a very strong protest to 
the Rumanian Government regarding the situation of Bukovinian Jews 
in that part of tbe country where they were in danger of losing their 
nationality. Another point was that a report had arrived from Bukovina 
that a Commission had gone there which had made the situation worse, 
and he asked Mr. Wolf for some assurance on these matters. 


Mr. WOLF replied that the report was not true with regard to the 
Alliance Israciite with whom they were acting in close conjunction. They 
were at perfect liberty to take whatever action they liked, but he had no 
knowledge, nor could he imagine them entering onanysuchaction. With 
regard to the Commission to bukovina he knew nothing. He had heard 


that a Commission had been sent, and they had some reason to con- 


gratulate themselves on the promptitude with which the Rumanian 
Government had acted on the pledges given at Geneva. He thought that 
before criticising they had better wait till the Commission has finished 
its labours. As to the Salonika question it was an extremely difficult one 
and they had to have patience. He had just received from the Greek 
Government 4 satisfactory telegram assuring the Joint Committee that 
the new Government entirely shared the friendly attitude of the 
previous Government. The Greek Parliament was now in recess, and 


_ 88 soon as it reassembled steps would taken to modify the Law as 
- regarded the Salonika Jews. 


Mr. N. LAZAnus (New Road) asked the Deputies to take into 
consideration the question of the Jews in Lithuania. 

Mr. WoLr pointed out that no complaints had been received.

Pig PRESIDENT promised that similar procedure should not occur 
again. 
Jewish Method of Slaughter. 

Mr. J. M. Lissack (United Synagogue) submitted a statement of the 
Food and Shechita Committee. He said there had been a continual 
discussion throughout the country with regard to the Jowish method of 
slaughter, and in many instances the criticisms had been averse to that 
practice. The Royal Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
at a meeting held in Birmingham, had expressed itself in favour of 
Shechita, but its aim was now to abolish the method altogether when 
this could be done, and to work for that aim. That was hardly a sign 
of friendship towards Shechita. He mentioned that fact particularly, 
because there were a large number of Jewish subscribers to that 
Society. There had been meetings up and down the country, and 
one he wished to mention was held at Whitley Bay where the 
system was very severely criticised and condemned, In giving the 
third Benjamin Ward Richardson Memorial Lecture under the 
auspices of the Model Abattoir Society on the 23rd inst., Dr. Chalmers 
Alitchell, Secretary of the Zoological Society, London, stated that he had 
found serious discrepancies in the evidence with regard to the Jewish 
method of slaughter. Professors Starling and Foster found that conscious- 
ness persisted for twenty to forty seconds after the cut, while Mr. Open- 
shaw (Surgeon), Professor Leonard Hil!, F.R.8., and Professor Sir William 
Bayliss, F.R.8,, found that consciousness only lasted from two to four 
seconds. The two former specialists suid that subsequent movements 
were purposive; the three latter specialists stated that these movements 
were only reflex. Dr. Chalmers Mitchell stated that he had known all 


five gentlemen personally, and he was satisfied that none of them would 


give an opinion except in accordance with rigid scientific canons. On 
the whole, he considered that the opinions of Mr. Openshaw, Professor 
Leonard Hill, and Professor Sir William Bayliss would be given most 
weight. He felt that death by a cut, causing practically immediate loss 
of consciousness, following rapid loss of blood, was probably as painless 
a death as it was possible to conceive. In his (Dr. Chalmers Mitchell) 
opinion and experience animals bad no presentiment of death, and even 
the fresh blood and warm offal of their fellows conveyed no message of 
fear to their consciousness. He (Mr. Lissavk) hoped that at the next 
meeting of the Deputies he would be able to report that a system had 
been evolved whereby any semblance of cruelty in the mode of casting 
could be eliminated. The Duchess of Hamilton was about to hold a 
meeting at Ramsgate against Siechifa, and he thought they should com- 
mission their Secretary to go there and represent the Deputies so as to 
make known the Jewish method. 

The CHAIRMAN pointed out that this would be done, subject to an 


‘intimation being sent to the Mayor that Mr. Emanuel should be allowed 


to address the meeting. 

Mr. M. J. LANDA (Leeda, Old) suggested that preparations should be 
made for the issae of another pamphlet containing the statements made 
by Dr. Chalmers Mitchell and others. 

Dr. DAICHES was opposed to authorising the Solicitor and Secretary to 
attend the proposed meeting, and urged that they should make more use 
of their Kabbis and Ministers. He felt that in every town where there 
was a responsible Jewish Minister he should be delegated to do the work. 

Mr. M. GORDON LIVERMAN (Dublin, United) thought the time had 
come to raise the question of the continuous high prices being charged by 
Jewish butchers, and invited a statement on the subject. 

Various members pointed out that the high prices of Kasher meat 
were the result of the Board granting a monopoly toa few carcass butchers 
in the whole of London. 

The suggestion of Mr. Lissack with regard to the meeting at Ramsgate 
was agreed to. 

The Finances. 


Mr. J. PraG, J.P. (Brondesbury), submitted the Treasurer's report, 
which was adopted, subject to Mr. Prag arranging to take the opinion of 
Messrs. Rothschild with regard to the investment of £650 cash on behalf 
of the Fez Fund in New South Wales 4 per cent.'stock, and as to the 
present holding of £2,421 in such stock. 


Education and Morocco Schools’ Committee. 

Mr. MAURICE JACOBS (Brighton) made-a statemené dealing with the 
disabilities of Jewish boys.in certain schools. He mentioned that the 
Institute of Secretaries had refused to alter their oxamination from 
Saturday to another day. , 

Mr, SAMUEL Moses (Hampstead) protested against chairmen of 
various Committees making statements without the matter being 
submitted to the Committee itself. He urged that a certain amount of 
discretion should be used in making requests, and that the Deputies 
should reserve their efforts for the most promising cases. 

The CHAIRMAN agreed with Mr. Moses’ suggestion, aud pointed out 
that there had not been time in the present instances to bring the 
matters referred to before the Committee. 

Dr. DAIcHEeSs drew attention to the great danger of sending Jewish 
children to Christian Boarding Schools. 

Mr. J. WIMBORNE (West Ham) thought the best method of dealing 
with the question would be to appoint a Joint Committee of the 
Education Committee and the Law and Parliamentary Committee, with 
a view to drafting an appeal to be presented to Parliament to remove 
these disabilities. This bad been done in the case of the Universities, 
where the interests of the professions had been safeguarded. 

Miscellaneous. 

Mr. Fevix Rose, J.P. (Liverpool, Old), submitted the report of the 
Special Committee (in the absence of Major Isidore Salmon), which 
recommended that the agreement of Mr. Rich (the Assistant Secretary) 
with the Deputies should be renewed for a further period of one year. 

The following were appointed on a Sub-Committee to consider the 
Constitution: The Hon. Officers, Colonel J. Waley Cohen, Major I. 
Salmon, Messrs. 8. Binderman, M. J, Landa, M. G. Liverman, and Felix 


Members were invited to send to the Secretary any amendments 
which they thought desirable to have in the Constitution.

Jewish Service in Christian Cemetery. 


— 


PROBABLE ADAPTATION. 
(From a Correspondent.) 


An interesting train of events led up to the consecration, last week 
in the Hampstead Cemetery, of a tombstone in memory of a Caristian 
gentleman and the presence thereat of a Jewish minister. 

An eminent Christian barrister, Dr. A. D. Tyssen, who is well known 
in legal and other circles as the author of several notable books on civil 


-law, lost a son inthe war. Dr. Tyssen recently wished to consecrate a 


tombstone in memory of his son, but on inguiry found that no such 
service exists in the ceremonial of the Christian Church. He ascertained, 
however, that the Jews possess a very beautiful and significans service 
for such occasions, and resolved to appeal to a Jewish minister for further 
enlightenment. As Dr. Tyssen is a resident of St. John’s Wood, he 
attended a service at the synagogue there, and was greatly impressed 
with its beauty. He introduced himself to the Rev. G. Prince, and 
expressed his delight at the rendering of the traditional melodies. 

A week later, Dr. Tyssen called on Mr. Prince, and asked him to 
conduct the Jewish service at the consecration of his son's tombstone. 
He made it clear that he wished for no references to Christianity at al), 
but was very anxious for Mr. Prince to conduct the service in accordance 
with Jewish tradition, Mr. Prince, while sincerely desirous of complying 
with this request, was somewhat doubtfal of the advisability of this 
unusual proceeding, and after consulting the Ecclesiastical Authorities, 
felt obliged to decline to conduct the service, though he gladly accepted 
Dr. Tyssen’s invitation to be present at the ceremony. This took piace 
at the Hampstead Cemetery on Thursday of last week. The full Jewish 
tombstone consecration service, as used in the United Synagogue, was 
read in English by a Free Church minister, the Rev. E. Daplyn, and all 
present were deeply moved by the beautiful and comforting words of the 
prayers and psalms. 

This occurrgnce has an interesting and significant sequel. Dr. Tyssen 
was 80 much impressed by the simplicity and beauty of the service, that 
be has already taken steps for its introduction into the ritual of the Free 
Churches, and is hoped that before long this service, one of the most 
beautiful in the Jewish prayer book, will be an accepted institution to be 
read wherever a Christian tombstone is to be consecrated.

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“The Historic Literature of the Bible.” 


ADDRESS BY THE. CHIEF RABBI. 

The Curer Rast lectured on “The Historic Literature of the Bible,” 
at the North London Jewish Club, on Thursday of last week. , 
Rabbi Harris Conen presided in the absence of Mr, Leonard 
Franklin. He welcomed Dr. Hertz, who, he said, had rendered great 
services to the Community generally by going so frequently among all 

sections and giving discourses on the Bible. 
Dr. Heer” sald that before dealing with the historical books of the 
Bible, he would deal with the characteristice of its historic literature. 
The historical literature of the Bible was as unique among historical 
literature as was Israel among the nations. It was not because 
the Synagogue or the Church said it was holy, but for intrinsic reasons— 
because the stories, the historic records, in themselves had something 
which was Divine. Their intrinsic power lay in their simplicity and 
earaestness. The Bible narrative was as natural as nature. The Bible 
was not simply sublime—-it was sublimely simple. It wasonly in recent 
years, however, that they had begun to appreciate the marvellous beauty 
and eternal perfection of the simplicity of the Bible. In explaining the 
difference between a fact and atruth, Dr. Hertz caused much amusement 
by dociaring that the statement that alljmen are liars was a fact, but not 
a truth: the brotherhood of man was a truth, but not a fact yot. 
Until very recently historians described only monarchs, big battles, and 
important personages. It was contrary to the “dignity of history” to 
busy oneself with plain men and women! But the Bible writers knew 
nothiog of that dignity of history. The Bible was absolutely impartial, 
no people having been so unsparing in self-criticism as tho Hebrew 
historians. Their aim was not to glorify Israel, but to glorify righteous- 
ness. * The lecturer then proceeded to deal with the Bible narratives 
themselves. Dealing with the civil laws of the Bible, the Chief Rabbi 
compared these with the earlier Code of Hammurabi, and referred to the 
great light thrown on Bible narratives by recent excavations and 
discoveries, which gave them an authenticity of which a hundred 

years ago people were ignorant. - 
Tho CHAIRMAN said he was sure there was not; one present who 
would not agree that they had had an extraordinary lecture deliveredin an 
-extraordinary manner, and that Dr. Hertz had given them a great deal 
to think about. .Ife knew that one of the dearest wishes of Dr, Hertz 
was that there should exist a Bible with an English translation from a 
' Jewish standpoint, He was sure they could not better express their 
hanks to Dr. Hertz than by forming in connection with that Club a 


A: study circle for the purpose of studying those ancient books. The 


fortnightly lectures, which Dr. Hertz had inaugurated, were a new 
venture in connection with the Club. 

Misa Nerris ADLER, L.C.C., J.P., seconded the vote of thanks. She 
felt that one of the great needs of the present time was a commentary of 
the Bible written with due regard to scientific discoveries, from the 
orthodox Jewish standpoint. Dr. Hertz acknowledged the vote. 

Thanks were accorded to the Chairman, on the motion of Mr. B. 
Bernberg, Hon. Secretary.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


CCLXII.—Leviathan. 
My Dear Cousin, 


I have just finished reading the great work of the English philosopher 
Hobbs, entitled “Leviathan, or the Matter, Form, and Power of a 
Commonwealth Ecclesiastical and Civil,” which was published in 1651, 
I need hardly tel! you that I found the treatise interesting. But I derived 
additional pleasure from a consideration of the title of the book. 
Leviathan took my mind to Job, and to the last argument between the. 
Divine and the human heroes of that story. | | 

What is Leviathan? The general view, which also finds expression 
in the notes to the Revised Version of the Bible, is that the crocodile is 
denoted by the term, Certainly the description of the beast in the forty- 
first chapter of Job may point to the crocodile. His strength is stressed ; 
his limbs are of great size; his scales are so close together “that no air 
can come between them.” His mouth emits fire, and “ out of his nostrils 
a smoke goeth.” No ordinary weapon can prevail against him, for “hoe 
counteth iron as straw and brass as rotten wood.” Moreover, “he 


maketh the deep to boil like a pot; he maketh the sea like ointment.” 


The last quotation also suggests a whale. But whether crocodile or 
whale, leviathan signifles some fabulous sea-monster. Even in these 
days the human imagination is still fired by the sight of great aquatic 
beasts or stories of the monsters ofthe deep. People still toy with the idea 
of the “sea serpent,” as you may see by reference to the correspondence 
columns of the daily papers during the dog days. What wonder then 
that in the ancient world the conception of a greataquatic monster moved 
men to :fearand awe. Tho Talmud relates a story told by Rabbi Bar 
Chana, On one occasion during a sea voyage, the Rabbi and his com- 
panions observed a flat area that looked like an island. The vessel 
stopped, and many of the passengers landed on the “island,” which was 
covered with sand, to prepare hot food. They kindled a fire, but very 
quickly the “island” began to move, and the Rabbi and his companions — 
only just barely escaped into the ship. What they took to be an island 
was a huge sea monster of some kind. So thick was its skin that it was 
not until the fire became very hot that it found it uecessary to turn its 
body over. 

Human credulity in all ages is almost limitiess, and in early times 
the Leviathan was looked upon as a reality. On the strength of the 
two kinds of leviathan montioned in the twenty-seventh chapter of 
Isaiah~-“the swift serpent” and “the crooked serpent "—Jewish 
romancers put forward a theory that there was a male and a female 
Leviathan. Had these been allowed to multiply, their offspring would 
have crushed the world outof existence. God, in his mercy, therefore, 
weakened the male Leviathan and killed his mate, storing up her ilesh 
for the great Feast of which in the world to come the good of the earth 
should partake. 

This wD MTS is a curious conception. It would seem that in tho 
first centuries of the comison era the term Feast ("TIYD) was used to 
describe the lot of the Kighteous in the life after death. So important an 
authority as Rabbi Akiba uses the term in this senee. In a well-known 
passage in the Aboth he is made to say, in reference to human conduct, 
“everything is given on pledge, and a net is spread for all the living: the 
shop is open; and the dealer gives credit; and the ledger lies open; and 
the hand writes; and whosoever wishes to borrow may come and borrow: 
but: the collectors regularly make their daily round, and exact payment 
from man whether he likes it or not; and they have that whereon they 
can rely in their demand; and the judgment is a judgment of truth: and 
everything is prepared for the feast S37.” Anyone who 
has bad to make clear a problem to a popular audience will realise that it 
is necessary to speak in terms they can understand. lLabbi Akiba, in this 
passage, shows his skill as a popular teacher. His audience evidently 
knew what he meant by the “ Feast.” It must have been a popular concep- 
tion, for Rabbi Jochanan ben Zakkai, who lived in the generation before 
Akiba, uses it as an illustration to enforce the constant need of right 
conduct. There was once a king, he fabulated, who invited his servants 
to a feast without indicating the time thereof. Those who were wise put 
on festive attire, and waited at the entrance of the palace in readiness for 
the summons. But the foolish argued that there would be time enough 
for preparation when the summons came. In the end, the former were in 
time for the feast, while the latter were too late, and remained in outer 
darkness. 

What was merely an indication, a picture, a piecacher’s ald to drive 
home a lesson, became, by the middie of the third century, elaborated 
into a hope with minute details. Perhaps the clearest expression of this 
was that made by Rabbi Jochanan (a namesake of Ben Zakkai): “God 
will in the future prepare for the good of man of the flesh of the leviathan,

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and what fs left over will be sold in Jerusalem”: muwys 


(carn ipiws. Or again, “God Almighty will make for the good a tent 
of the skin of the Leviathan, and what is left over He will spread on 


the walls of Jerusalem, so that the light thereof will illumine the earth 
from one end to the other.” 


It is intelligible that the human mind should have enquired (as it 
often enquires still) as to the nature of the beyond. What bappens after 
death? What sort of an existence does the soul lead when it leaves its 
earthly babitation’ ‘hose who profess the faith of Islam have pictured 
a Paradise to come where earthly joys will continue to all eternity. The 
Arabian prophet dwelt with rapture on the groves, the fountains, and 
rivers of Paradise ; he celebrated the pearls, ths robes of silk, the palaces 
of marble, the dishes of gold, the rich wines, and the seventy-two houris 
cf black-eyed giris of resplendent beauty who would wait on even the 
meanest believer. The Christians picture a Paradise of saints in white 
garments, singing the praises of the Most High to the accompaniment of 
harps. Jewish wystics did not lag behind their Christian and Mohammedan 
colleagues, and the Feast of the Leviathan was a specifically Jewish 
contribution to the imaginary pictures of the world to come. Fortunately, 


-the mystics did not have the fleld to themselves. Common-sense also 


had its opportunity, andsome Rabbis taughtthatthe world beyond was very 
different from the earthly existence. Iathe world beyond there is no eat- 
ing or drinking, no family life, no business activity, no jealousy, no hatred, 
noenvy ; the goodsit with their crowns on their heads and bask in the glory 
of the Divine presence. ND ID PR amy rmyns 
in his judgment of those who taught the belief in a carnal paradise, with 
feasts of Leviathan and the like. He made it plain that the term 
Feast in this connection was but a pretty fancy and nothing more 

It is worthy of note that inthe Bible there ‘is little authority for 
depicting the conditions cf the future life. The Bibleis concerned much 
more with the conditions of life here below in order that they may make 
a world wortby of human babitation. The Kingdom of God was to be on 
earth, and not in heaven. Yet mysticism had its opportunity among 
Jews too, and it is curious to note how it seized upon the fable of the 
Leviathan and evolved the tale of the Leviathan least. Some cr. 
munities among the Chassidim still cherish that hope, which sounds +. 
strange in the Western Europe of to-day.

THE LETTER OF “THE TEN,” 


The JEWisl WORLD of yesterday, io the course of some notes under 
the above caption, said that its readers might perbaps be surprised ata 
reference now to the MORNING Post letter; but pointed out that the 
thing was constantly cropping up to the damaging prejadice of the com- 
munity. The JEWIshH WORLD went on to refer to a letter sent recently 
by Mr. C. H. L, Emanuel, the Solicitor and Secretary of the Deputies 
of British Jews, to a paper called the PATRIOT, in reply to an anti- 


Semitic outburst from a correspondent that had appeared in ita 


columns. In his letter, Mr. Emanuel again exposed the old and 
oft-repudiated lie that Jews generally are disposed towards Com- 
munism, and said that at most only a few Jews were Bolshevists 
in inclination. In an editorial reply in the same issue in which 
it printed Mr. Emanuel’s letter, the PATRIOT observes that “the 
connection of some Jews with Bolshevism, and the sympatby of many with 
the promoters of world revolution do not rest for evidence on papers 
which ‘have taken ‘up anti-Semitism’ as we will simply ilustrate by 
quoting from a letter dated 22nd April, 1919, and signed by ten well-known 
Jews which appeared in the MORNING Post.” Then follows the text of 
what THE JEWISH WORLD calls “the famous, or rather infamous, letter,” 
with “the names of those loyal and sapient Jews who signed it.” 

Who can blame the PATRIOT, asks THe JEWISH WORLD, for thus 
countering Mr. Emanuel’s repudiation by “evidence” thus given by 
Jews? “That paper,” it says, “cannot be aware of the quality of the 
‘evidence’ provided by the MORNING Post letter, a8 revealed to some 
extent ... by Lord Beaverbrook. And it cannot know, as we know, 
how the majority of the signatures were obtained, by a representation 
that the letter was for public, when in fact it was devised for entirely 
private and personal, purposes.”

Modern Agnosticism. 
SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the “Jewish Chronicle.” — 

“ What though He slay me, yet will I trust in Him.” —Job aiii., 14, 

The book of Job is the only Biblical work which essays to develop a 
system of philosophy grappling with the fundamental difficulty that 
underlies every attempt to explain the Universe as a whole—how can 
the prevalence of evil be reconciled with the existence of a benevolent 
Creator? The question is frequently touched upon in other ‘books of the 
Bible, but in no other Scriptural book is the entire scheme of Divine 
Providence submitted to a systematic examination. Job's confession of 
faith strikes the keynoto of the whole treatise. No metaphysical 
speculations, however profound, can afford that satisfaction which the 
heart Craves for and needs, unless*they be accompanied by a conviction 
of ardent trust In the goodnoss of an Almighty Creator. Though 
life teems with contradictions which meet us at every turn, 
and the threads by which we hope to extricate ourselves from the 
maze of bewilderment often-times become entangled, there is one sure 
escape from all mental struggles, and it is to be found throngh faith in the 
fatherhood of God. Such faith Is the foundation of all religion, the safe- 
guard from. moral aberration in scientific enquiry, the mainstay of a plous 


life in the most adverse circumstances. It was this vivid sense of the’ 
Fatherhood of God that was the ruling virtue of those Patriarchal — 


careers of which we shall be reading during the coming weeks, which 
redeemed characters that otherwise were marred by great failings. This 


Same faith:in the Providential guidance of human affairs it is which has 


sustained our race in times gone by to bear death, torture, contumely, 
and every deprivation with a sublime fortitude without a parallel in the 
annals of martyrdom. 

If we sum up the benefits for which humanity is indebted to the pro- 
gress of civilisation, and at the same time make-allowance for the draw- 
backs of modern culture, we are confronted with the sad fact that a 
terrible loss has been inflicted on mankind—the loss of its vivid faith in 
the goodness of an unseen Power. It must be acknowledged that of the 
evils which the march of intellect has brought in its train, chief is tho 
tendency which it reveals to rob men of the security that religious trust 
engenders in the human mind. It is not too much to fay that the 
teachings of modern philosophy have operated to weaken the convictions 
and disturb the peace of mind of countless individuals who, under the 
influonce of agnostic theories, are inclined to regard the Supreme, not as 
their living RKedeemer in whom they would pnt their trust, though He 
should slay them, but from the point of view of Agnosticism. This 
system describes the Deity as the great Unthinkable and Unknowable 
First Cause, to whom we cannot rightly apply such attributes as just, 
merciful, wise; for this would be to deify our own finite conceptions. 
Apart from the inconsistency involved ina c-eced which acknowledgcs 


. that the marvels of Creation are all manifestations of the existence of a 


First Cause, and yet declares such a Being to be “unthinkable and 
unknowable,” let us ask what must be the effect upon humanity at 
large of such a philosophy, if it were generally accepted? Can 
we be expected to love and venerate a Being whom we can neither know 
nor think about? It is universally acknowledged that among the chief 
springs of human action are such motives asa desire for Sympatby and 
admiration of a character purer than our own. Hence, the Biblical 
command, “ Ye shall be holy, for I the Lord am holy,” embodies the moat 
powerfal consideration by which man can be swayed in the pursuit of 
virtue—namely, a reverence for the perfection of the divine character 
and a consciousness of the divine sympathy with well-doing. Such 
inducements to holiness as are derived from a contemplation of the 
Divine nature must lapse under the influence of so negative a philosophy 
as Agnosticism. 

Such a creed may satisfy the eclectic ones, but so far from exercising a 
wholesome influence over the bulk of mankind,’it can only have the con- 
trary effect, calculated as it is to enforce the pernicious doctrines of the 
Materialist : “ Let us eat and drink, for to-morrow we die.” Is it surprising, 
then, that the tone of the modern world bas lost ita cheerfulness? Our 


‘blood runs cold when we hear of the benighted Hindoo voluntarily 


throwing himself on the ground to be crushed by the car of J uggernaut. 
The spectacle is hardly less horrible which Agnosticism presenta of 
civilised beings submitting to the annibilation of hope beneath the chariot- 
wheels of a merciless philosophy. The spread of rationalistic theories is 
possibly a reaction from a harsh and narrow creed, which pictures the 
Deity a8 an angry Being who bas never forgiven humanity for the sin of 
its first parente. Bnt there is nothing hareb or narrow in the religion of 
the Jew to cause revulsion in the minds of intelligent thinkers. But the 
Jew may catch the infection with which the literary atmosphere of the 
present day is charged, so that he loses his faith in the God of bis fathers 
which is the very essence of Judaism. Let us, then, ponder the picture 
of patient suffering which the story of Job’s misfortunes presents, and 
realise to ourselves this bero rising from the lowest depths of mental and 
physical despondency to the serene heights of an unshaken confidence in 
God's goodness. Such an examplc, whether imaginative or not, seta 
before us an ideal of faith to which we should strive to attain in these 
perplexing times in which our lot is cast, 
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Anatole France. 


A JEWISH APPRECIATION. 


By JOSEPH BRAININ. 


There exists a legend in literary circles that Anatole France wasa 
Jew, though nothing in his biography justifies thia assumption. The 
genealogy of tho Thibault family (Thibault was France's real name), 
shows no trace of Semitic origin. It is France's features and his entire 
physical personality that undoubtedly are the only sources of this legend. 

This calm, white-bearded gentleman, with the strong nose, a 
benevolent, indu!gent smile, and a skull cap adorning his white head, had 
much of the typical Jewish “chacham” in him. Sitting at his writing 
table with a goose-quill pen in his hand (he never became converted to 
the typewriter), surrounded by books and objects of art, he could easily 
have been mistaken for a “Grand Rabbin”™ or a Talmudic scholar. 

I could never understand how anyone who knows his works could 
mistake him fora Jew. Ue was as much Latin in his literary personality 
as Max Nordau was Jewish. Even when France donned his fighter's 
mantie he remained the sceptical, ironical man of letters; he never 
became a revolutionary, for he could not destroy. As he clung toliterary 
traditions so he believed in the slow evolution of humanity, an evolution 
that would lead back to the starting-point. In the last five years of his 
lifo, however, there were some indications of a new Anatole France, 
stripped of his eternal smile, a grim old man who raised his voice when- 
ever he felt liberty in danger. 

During the Dreyfus affair, however, he took a serious and courageous 
stand. It was not in him to thunder with a gigantic voice like Zola, but 
mapy were the articles he wrote and the speeches he delivered, in which 
he tried to prove Icgically how stupid were the accusations against 
Dreyfus. Many were the errands he undertook to see officials and 
journalists, and to convince them in a //te--téte conversation. 
to amile the whole thing away, and to bring home to the fanatic Jew- 
haters of France that they were soiling the best of French traditions by 
persecuting a defenceless minority. ‘To him it meant saving France from 
the disgusting ciutches of fanaticism; and he acted not so much asa 
friend of the Jews, but as a humanitarian aud defender of justice and 

At the time of the Kishineff Pogroms, he wrote a proclamation 
calling all the intellectuals of France to protest against the barbaric 
acts of the Russian people and Government. I[ have no copy of this 
proclamation on hand, but I remember the beautiful, heartfelt sentiments 
he expressed. There emanated from this protest a sense of shame for 
his contemporaries. He felt humiliated that France had kept silent, 


. that the financial loans made to Russia by the French Government bad 


suppressed her sense of justice. And Anatole France felt compelled to 
speak, unsolicited, knowing full well that official France would not be 
pleased, and that some of his colleagues of the French Academy would 
shrug their shoulders and point him out as an anti-patriot. 

Auatole France, one of the forty immortals of France, the dominating 
figure of world literaturo after the death of lolstoy, has left not only 
imperishable works for the literary connoisseurs. He has been a torch. 
bearer for the struggling multitudes who grope in the dark, seeking the 
light of brotherly love and justice. , 

To the Jews, who were among the first in Europe to recognise his 
genius (it was the French Jew, Calman Lévy, who was his first and only 
publisher), his death is not only a literary loss. 
stood us, knew our good qualities and dofects. (Ay interesting study 
could be made of the Jewish characters in-his novels, a study which 
‘would reveal Anatole France as an impartia! connoisseur of Jewish racial 
characteristics.) Whenever Léon Daudet, or Drumont, or the Tharaud 
Brothers raised their poisonous voices in parrow- winded litanies against 
us, we only smiled. It was of no importance. They did not represent 
the opinion of the French nation. Leal France speke through Anatole 
France. 

France and the world mourn the greatest Frenchman of our time. 
We weep not only for Anatole France the lifferateur, but for the man 
who never hesitated to denounce racial prejudice, and who fought anti. 
Semitism—not for our sake, but for the glory of the best traditions of 
mankind. 


‘Jewish Colonisation in Russia. 


Government Commission Meets. 


The co-operation of the Joint Distribution Committee of America in 
the Jewish colonisation work in Russia was considered and approved at 
the second meeting of the Commission for Jewish Land Settlement in the 
Soviet Republics held at Moscow. A committee was appointed to draw 
up a detailed scheme for regulating the method of carrying out the 
settlement of Jews on the land. The Commission agreed to a proposal 
made by the Russian O.1.T. in favour of the formation of organisations 
of intending Jewish migrants to facilitate group settiement. An estimate 
that the cost of settlement of one family on the land would be approxi- 
mately 1,500 roubles was agreed to. It was decided to ask the Ministries 
of Agriculture of the Ukraine, White Kussia, and the Crimea to carry 
out immediately a comprehensive survey of the lands still available for 
colonisation in their respective Republics, and to submit a detailed report 
on the subject to the Commission for Jewish Land Settlement. 


The Central Executive Committee of the Ukrainian Soviet Govern. 
ment has issued a special decree under which all provincial and district 
Boviet Executive Committees are obliged to set up special commissions 
for the purpose of taking immediately a census of the whole of the 
Jowish population with a view to ascertaining how many Jews in the 
Ukraine are desirous of availing themselves of the opportunities for 
settling on the land. When the figures are available, the Council of 
National Minorities will estimate how much land It will be necossary to

have for the purpose of settling all these Jews on the land, and then 
negotiations will be opened with the respective Government bodies for 
grants of sufficient land. It is stated that the actual work of settlement 
will begin early in the Spring. 

Mr. Sudarsk!i, Vice-President of the Council of Naticual Minorities in 
the Ukraine, announces that plans about to be carried into effect provide 
for the establishment in the course of 1924-25 of twenty-five new Jewish 
colonies consisting of 150 families each. Apart from bigger schemes 
which may become feasible if funds are available, this will mean the 
settiement during the year of nearly 4,000 Jewish families comprising 
20,000 to 30,000 persons. These colonies will be set up in the districts of 
Ekaterinoslav, Cherson, and Odessa. Only inhabitants of the provinces 


of Kiev, Podolia, Chernigov, and Poltava, will be settled in these 
colonies.—J.T.A. 


_ Jewish Immigration to Mexico. 
President Calles' Statement. 


President Calles has issued a statement, relative to his invitation a 
few months ago to Jews to immigrate to Mexico, which we have received 
through the J.T.A. President Calles writes: 

“IT am very warmly interested in the position of the thousands of 
Jewish emigrants who are stranded in Europe. I \jhave already been itn 
conference with several American Jewish Organisations which seek to 
solve the problem of the refugees. If there can be secured a measure of 
financial support from American Jewry, I would be prepared to grant a large 
tract of arable land for Jewish settlement. The opinion prevails that the 
Jewish working masses are not fit for agricultutal labour. This will be 
no obstacie to Jewish emigration to Mexico. Mexico has great possibilities 
for employing tens of thousands of Jews in various brauches of industry.” 


Canada and the Refugees. 


Statement by the Ica. 

In connection with the withdrawal by the Canadian Government of 
the unused 2,000 visas out of the 5,000 issued to the Jewish Colonisation 
Association last year for the purpose of bringing the Jewish refugees in 
Rumania to Canada, the Ica has issued a statement on the subject. 

In October, 1923, the Canadian Government, acting on philanthropic 


grounds, granted a special privilege to the Ica, allowing it to select on ita 


own responsibility and ship to Canada Jewish refagees who had 
fled from pogroms in Russia and been admitted only on sufferance 
into Rumania. The Ica is able to state with confidence that afl the 


Jewish emigrants who were sent to Canada under these conditions, | 


were ona side refugees driven from their homes and penniless 
In order to complete the evacuation of the refugees, the Ica was granted 
several extensions of time by the Rumanian authorities, and the Canadian 
Government agreed to postpone the closing of their emigration office in 
Bacharest untilthe endofUctober. Thelast groupof refugees numbering 
three to four bundred is leaving at the present moment, and is due to sail 
from Trieste on November jrd. Thus the Ica has completed the removal 
of all refugees, fulfilling the conditions set down by the Canadian Govern. 
ment. The Ica has been striving bard to get the Government to allow 


- the balance of available visas (2,000 approximately) to be used in the — 


interest of emigrants stranded in the different ports on account of the 
immigration blockade by the United States. The Canadian Government, 
however, bas expressly refused to accept these people, stating that since 
they had left Kassia by choice, with a special destination in view, and 
after théy had provided themselves with Soviet passports, they are not 
to be considered as refugees. Consequently, and because Rumania haa 
been cleared of refugees admissible into Canada, the Minister of lmwigra- 
tion cancelled the balance of unused visas. 


Captain Rosenbluth Acquitted. 
— > — 


President Coolidge and the Jews. 


The indictment against Capt. Robert Kosenblath, charging bim with 
the murder of Major Alexander P, Cronkhite at Camp Lewis, in 1918, has 
been finally dismissed in the United States District Court at Tacoma, 
Washington. The case had threatened to become a second “ Dreyfus 
affair,” and legal proceedings in connection with it lasted for over four 
years. The charge against Capt. Rosenbluth was based on a “ confession” 
by Roland lt. Pothier, that he killed Major Cronkhite on Capt. Rosenbluth'a 
orders. At other times Pothier stated that the Major committed suicide. 
In another version he alleged that Capt. Rosenbluth bad himself shot 
Major Cronkhite, and again he declared that he did not see who shot Major 
Cronkhite. 

President Coolidge addressed by radio (says the Frchange) a New 
Vork meeting of the Federation of Jewish Philanthropic Societies. He 


praised the budgetry method of dispensing charities, commended the 


Jews’ devotion to their own people and their substituting in charitable 
undertakings “sense for sentimentality.” He declared that the Jews’ 
good citizenship was strengthening the Government, and their spiritual 
life helping to establish the “ kingdom of God on earth.” 

An organisation for the relief of the large number of physicians now 
atranded in various Eurepean countries has been been formedin New 
York on the initiative of Dr. A. J. Rongy, who has just returned from 
Carlsbad after participating in the Jewish World Relief Conference there. 
The fand which will be raised by the American Physicians’ Committee 
for their relief will be employed to direct the refugee physicians to 
countries where they will be permitted to practise their profession. Tho 
Committee bas undertaken to raise a quota of 25,000 dollars for this work. 

Five armed thieves recentiy robbed the business office of the Jewisn 
DAILY FORWARD, of $11,355, the weekly pay-roll, and escaped in an auto- 
mobile.

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Yom Kippur Disturbances in Warsaw.

Masked Bandits Murder Jews. 
[ From our Correspondent. | WARSAW. 


Serious fighting occurred in Warsaw on. the Day of Atonement 
between Orthodox Jews and Jewish a as a result of the issue 
ef a special Communist edition of a weekly jMirnal on Yom Kippur, con- 


’ taining anti-religious articles. The Communists attempted to sell copies 


of the paper in the streets, and also organised an anti-religious demonstra- 


tion. The meeting was broken up by Orthodox Jews, who also attacked — 


the sellers of the newspapers; in the resulting riot many persons were 
injured. The police intervened and made a number of arrests. 

A shocking story is reported from Soleniki, near Vilna, where 4 
sumber of masked bandits entered an inn owned by a Jew, named 
Lipkin, on Kol Nidret night, and compelied the family of the innkeeper to 
dance and sing. They then ordered the Jews to eat, and on their 
refusal to do so, Mr. Lipkin, his wife, two sons, and one daughter were 
hung up by their feet and murdered. Only the youngest daughter was 
spared. Another tragedy has occurred here, a Christian woman, excited 
by a lecture given by the anti-Semitic Professor Chometz, having 
fatally stabbed a Jewish child, five years of age. When arrested, she 
expressed surprise at the action of the police, as (she said) it was only 
a Jewish child that had been killed. 

The new revision of the trial of the executed Tsadick of Plock, Rabbi 
Bhapira, bas been fixed for the spring. ‘The hearing will be at Plock. 


The Jewish community of Warsaw and the Warsaw Rabbinate were 
invited officially to join in the celebrations in connection with the state 
funeral last Sunday of the great Polish writer, Sienkiewicz, author of 
“Quo Vadis?” whose body had been removed from Czecho-Slovakia, 
where he was buried some years ago, for re-interment in the capital of 
his native country.—J.T.A. 


Anti-Semitism in Austria. 
Rioting in Vienna.

The decision of the Austrian Government to prevent Dr. Hitler, the 
notorious Jéw-baiter, from settling in Austria, bas given rise to anti- 
Semitic demonstrations in Vienna. Many speakers advocated an 
attack on the Jews. The police had to disperse the rioters by force. 


In the course of the fighting several constables were injured. Many 
demonstrators were arrested. 


Anti- Semitic hooligans bave attacked Jewish pedestrians inthe Vienna

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Diseases of Children. 
DR. D. N. NABARRO ON NEED FOR RESEARCH INSTITUTE, 


£50,000 REQUIRED. 


At a reception given on Thursday of last week by the Board of 


Management of the Hospital for Sick Children, Great Ormond Street, at 


which Mr, JOHN MURRAY presided, an address was delivered by Dr. D. N. 
NABARRO. 


Dr. NABARRO, in the course of hs address, exhibited slides illustrative 
of the great need that exists for the endowment of aresearch institute 
for the study of the causation of children’s diseases. One of the most 
interesting medical discoveries of modern times he said, was! the fact that 
people may be fed upon a diet containing a sufficiency of nitrogenous fatty 
carbohydrate constituents together with salts, and yet not thrive if the 
Their deficiency or 
absence led to various forms of diseases. Rickets were due to the 
deficiency of one of these vitaminesknown as “A.” In winter it had been 
found: that a small daily ration of cod liver oil would prevent rickets, 
and in summer exposure to sunlight had the same effect as had also the 
artificial sunlight produced by the mercury vapour lamp. Deficiency of 
“B” vitamine led to beri-beri and possibly other forms of neuritis; defict- 
ency of “C” (present in oranges and lemons) led to scurvy, a disease 
frequently cccourring inchildren. During the past eighty years the hospital 
had done valuable work in the alleviation of suffering by treating the 
diseases of children and also by teaching and educating mothers how 
to manage and rear their children, thereby preventing ill-health and 
disease. From the figures. compiled by Sir George Newman it was shown 
that 50,000 children under one year died last year in England and Wales, 
that more than 56,000 persons died last year from heart complaints, many 
of which were of rheumatic origin, and that 372,000 insured persons sought 
advice from insurance practitioners on account of rheumatic affections. 
One of the first problems, if notthe very first, which they hoped to attack 
on a largo scale, was the question of rheumatism and its relation to the 
tonsils and teeth, and various sinuses of the nose, If during the next 
five, or even ten years, they could succeed in preventing rheumatism in 
childhood, or in finding a certain cure so that the heart did not become 
artificially damaged, they would have done a great work. The lives of 
thousands of children would be saved annualiy, an incalculable 
amount of suffering would be prevented, and many more children would 
grow up to healthy adult age, free from rheumatism. Other diseases of 
childhood needing further study were diabetes, tuberculosis, kidney 
disease, cancer, various anz#mias, encephalitis, and the ordinary ailments 
of childhood—measles, scarlet fever, diphtheria, and whooping cough. He 
hoped he had made out a case for the establishment of a Research 
Institute dealing with the causation and prevention of children’s diseases. 

Dr. I’. J. POYNTON appealed for £50,000 to endow the general research 
laboratory and thus enable this country to be in the van of research in 
child diseases,

EAST LONDON AID E£OCIETY'S DINNER. 


Over seven hundred and fifty persons attended the dinner and dance 
held on Sunday last at the Wharncliffe Rooms, Hotel GreatCentral. The 
function, which was organised by the East London Aid Society in aid of 
the funds of the Home for Aged Jews, was a social and financial success. 

Mr. J. WooLr, who presided at the dinner, said that the parent body 
depended largely on the Aid Society for support. Since its establishment 
sixteen years ago, the Society (consisting mainly of members of the 
working class) had contributed to the parent institution no less a sum 
than £10,000. (Cheers.) 

Mr. 8. J. HARRIS, Hon. President of the Society, said that the present 
membership totalled over one thousand. The majority of members con- 
tributed one penny a week. 

Mr. M. VAN LEER, the Hon. Secretary, proposed the toast of ‘The 
Visitors.” He deplored the absence from that function of members of 
the Committee of the parent institution. The Society deserved more 
encouragement for its efforts. It was “love, sympathy, and devotion” 
(the initials of which were “£ s. d.") that were required. 

Mr. M. Prior, in responding, said, thatas a Gentile, he had visited 
the Home and had never seen a more excellent institution. 

Mr. W. MARTINEAU also spoke. 

The toast of “The Ladies” was proposed by Mr. H. TRAVERS, and 
responded to by Miss Cissiz ABRAHAMS. 

Mr. M. A. JAcons proposed the toast of “ The Chairman,” to which Mr, 
J. WOOLF responded. 

Mr. C. FRIEND, on behalf of the Committee of the Society, presented 
a gold watch to Mr. Van Leer, for his valued services as Hon. Secretary 
for twenty-five years. The success of the Society was undoubtedly due 
to the energy, devotion, ard personal service of Mr. Yan Leer. He read 
a letter of tribute from Mr. H. I. Sniders. Mr. G. Abrahams associated 
himself with the tribute.

A large and representative gathering assembled last Monday ovening 
at Bonn's Hotel, Great Prescott Street, when a reception was held at 
which a testimonial and an illuminated album were presented to the Rev. 
W. Esterson by the past and present members of the Hambro Synagogue 


_ On the occasion of his having completed twenty-five years as Minister of 


the Synagogue. Dr. J. Kiein, a former Warden, presided. 

Mr. A, SILBERBERG, Chairman of the Presentation Committee, ia 
making the presentation expressed the hope that Mr. Esterson might be 
spared for many years to continue his good work. He thanked the 
Wardens, the Presentation Committee and the subscribors to the presen- 
tation for their co-operation. 

Mr, I. Passorr, one of the Wardens, said that Mr. Esterson had served 
their synagogue zealously and devotedly for the welfare of the members 
for twenty-five years, and they owed him a great debt. He was not only 
trying his best in regard to religiousy matters, but he was also doing his 
best to make the members good English Jews. 

Councillor J, Kosk!, Hon, Secretary of the Presentation Committee, 
read the inscription on the album. 

Presentations were also made to Mr, Esterson by Mr. W. Fenton on 
behalf of the Committee and members of the Hambro Synagogue Barial 
Society, of which Mr. Esterson is the Hon. Secretary, by Mr. W. Nyman, 
on behalf of the choir of the synagogue, and by Mr. and Mrs. S. Ellis. 

Dayan A, FELDMAN, B.A., in proposing the health of the Rev. ana 
Mrs. W. Esterson, said that, unfortunately, many who never spoke of the 
good work they performed did not receive reecenition for their labours. 
No colleague there that day could say that Mr. Esterson had advertised 
his work. Far from it, He had worked quietly, faithfully, honestly, 
zealously, in the sphere of Jewish education. He had been a very able 
and successful teacher and a visitor among the poor. 

The Rev. J. F. STERN referred to the good work rendered by Mr. 
Esterson on behalf of the Jewish boys in the Whitechapel Guardians 
Homes, and for the Sabbath afternoon children's services conducted by 
him at the Hambro Synagogue during the greater part of the year, and 
which were attended by between three and four hundred children. 

The Revs. &. Levy, M.A., and I. Goldston, and Messrs. S. Jacobs 


(Newport, Mon.) and R. Hart, also paid tributes to the work of Mr. 
Esterson. 
The Rev. W. ESTSRSoN, who received on ovation on rising to 


respond, said that it was gratifying to feel that one’s services, after 
twenty-five years, were so well and so generously appreciated. He had 
always had before him three ideals, based upon the Rabbinic maxim 
as the essential pivots which sustained the 
world. His efforts had been directed in these three causes. He had always 
endeavoured to preserve and maintain traditiona! orthodox Judaism. He 
had preached it from the pulpit and practised it in his own life. 


Bat it was in the cause of charity that he had. found the greatest - 


happiness—-happiness which came from making other people happy. He 
felt proud to think that fate had placed him in that centre of the metro- 
polis where, aided by the United Synagogue andthe Board of Guardians, 
and by the help of the generous-hearted members of his synagogue, he 
had been able to be of service toa great number of families in distress 
and in poverty. On the whole, his association with the Hambro Syna- 
gogue had been a happy one, but his happiness had been considerably 
intensified, especially during the last eight or nine years, by the fact 
that he had had two ideal gentlemen as Wardens, Messrs. |. Passoff and 
M, Newman. 

The proceedings ended with a short tribute to Mr. Esterson by the 
Chairman, who spoke of his own happy associatioa with the Hambro’ 
Synagogue, 

A letter and a telegram were read from the Chief Rabbi regretting 
his absence and conveying his good wishes.

THE EMMA LEVY SCHOLARSHIP. 

This Scholarship is open to Jewish candidates of either sex who must 
not be younger than fifteen and not older than twenty on the day of the 
competition, and will be awarded to that candidate who exhibits the 
greatest promise in Pianoforte Piaying and the Theory of Music. The 
successful candidate will be entitled to three years’ free tuition at the 
Royal Academy of Masic. The Committee may withhold the Scholarship 
on the report of the Examiners that no fit candidate hasappeared. Should 
no Jewish candidate show sufficient ability at the competition, the 
Scholarship may be awarded to such student of the Royal Academy of 
Music as may be selected. Candidates will be required to play two 
pieces of their own selection of different character (a slow and a fast 
piece), or such portions thereof as the Examiners may desire. The 
Competition will be held on or about Wednesday, January 7th, 1925. Each 
candidate must produce a written statement to the effect that he or she 
has been brought up in the Jewish Religion. Such statement must be 
signed by the candidate's parent or guardian. An entry fee of one guinea 
is payable by each candidate on entering his or her pame. Forms of 
entry must be returned to the Secretary, with entry fee, certificate of 
birth, and statement as to religion, not later than Monday, December 29th.

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THE LAND OF ISRAEL. 
The Permanent Mandates Commission. 
BRITISH REPORT ON PALESTINE. 
The Permanent Mandates Commission of the League of Nations 
dealt last Tuesday with the Report of the British Government on Pales- 
tine. Before examining the Report itself, the Commission heard a review 
by Sir Herbert Samuel of the general situation in Palestine. 

Civil Administration took the place of the military Administration in 
1920, and the first step taken by Great Britain was to create a Cofsaulta- 
tive Council formed of ten officials and ten members chosen among the 
population, four being Moslems, three Christians, and three Jews. 
When the Mandate came into force on September 29th, 1923, Great 
Britain tried to provide Palestine with a Constitution. An attempt 


to form a Legislative Council of ten officials and twelve mem-. 


bers elécted by the population, elght Moslems, two Christians, 
and two Jews, failed in consequence of Arab propaganda. After 
this check two further attempts were made to induce the Arab parties 
to collaborate with the Government. A proposal was submitted to them 
in the first instance to reconstitute the Advisory Council, and finally 
another proposal was made for the formation of.an Arab organisation 
possessing the same rights and the same cadre as tho Zionist 
organisation contemplated by the terms of the mandate. Both 
attempts baving failed, an Advisory Council composed exclu- 
sively of officials had been created. last December, while a 
Consultative Council formed of ten officials only was created in 
December, and a Council of Arab Moslems was established for 
the purpose of administering the Moslem religious foundations and 
properties and Courts. Sir Herbert Samuel further explained that the 
budget for education amounts to £103,000, £3,000 of which is devoted to 
the Jewish schools. A sum of £400,000 has been lent to peasants, the 
greater part of it being lent to Jews. 

In regard to the constitution of » Jewish National Home, Sir Herbert 
Samuel said that all the immigrants are Hebrew speaking and that a 
great number are settling on the land, in spite of the fact that the majority 
of them have received secondary instruction. The British Goverr- 
ment is doing its beat to limit the number of immigrants in conformity 
with the power of absorption of the country, and immigration was 


_ stopped Jast year when the number of uremployed increased in Palese 


tine. Le declared that Great Britain is grantibg no subsidy whatever 


to Palestine, where the Budget has always been balanced, as the deficit - 


of 1922 was recovered subsequently. 


It is understood that Sir Herbert Samuel intended to leave Geneva 
for London immediately after the completion of the examination by the 
Commission of the British Report. Dr, Weizmann and Mr. Joseph Cowen 
arrived in Geneva last Monday, in order to be present at the meeting. 
Mr. Louis Lipeky, who has left London for Palestine, arranged to pass 
through Varis, so as to meet Dr. Weizmann and Mr. Cowen.

MEMORANDUM TO LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 

On behalf of the Zionist Organisation, Dr. Weizmann submitted to 
the Permanent Mandates Commission of the League of Nations, which 
met in Geneva last Friday, a Memorandum covering the activilies of tho 
Zionist Organisation as Jewish Agency in connection with the develop- 


| ment of the Jewish National Home in Palestine. nee of the 


document, which is of considerable length, follows. 
IMMIGRATION, 

So far as can be ascertained, the total number of Jews who 
have settled in Palestine since the British Occupation up to the 
end of September, 1924, is approximately 38,000. To these must 
be added a number cf pre-war Jewish residents, estimated at 
about 5,000, Who have now returned to their homes. A certain 
proportion of the new eettlers, and also of the returning residents, 
have failed to gain a foothold, and have left the country, but the great 
bulk of them have become firmly rooted in Palestine, where the Jewish 
population, which stood at about 55,000 at the time of the Armistice, was 
returned at 83,794 in the Ceneus of October, 1922. It is estimated that, 
as the combined result of immigration and vatural increase, the Jewish 
population now stands at about 100,000. The most: important function 
of the Jewish Agency bas been to fit the immigriuts into the economic ilfe 
of the country by providing them with productive employment. — 

COLONISATION. 

At the close of the war (proceeds the Memorandum), about 400,000 
dunams (approximately 100,000 acres) of land in Palestine were in Jewish 
ownership, whereas by the beginning of 1924 Jewish holdings had 
increased to 750,000 dunams (approximately 187,500 acres). Since 1920, 
the Jewish National Fund has purchased about 20,000 acres, practically 
all in rural areas. All these lands have been acquired from willing 
sellers in the open market. 

The Mandate provides that tho Administration of Palestine shall, in 
co-operation with the Jewish Agency, encourage the close settlement of 
Jews on the land, including State lands and waste lands not required for 
public purposes. The Memorandum points out, however, that up to the 
present the Government of Palestine bas not seen its way to set aside 
any considerabie area of land for Jewish colonisation, and, with a few 
small exceptions, no State or waste lands bave as yet become availabio 
for this purpose. 

Details follow of the preparatory work undertaken by the Zionist © 
Organisation in opening up its holdings for development, tncluding drainage 
of swamps, clearing of stony soil and terracing, road-making, and afforesta- 
tion. Between 1920 and 1923, the Zionist Organisation, with its subsiciary 
organisations, scttied 1,400 Jewson the land. In addition to these,a number 
of immigrants have found employment in various capacities in the older 
Jewish agricultural colonies. The quantity of immigrant labour thus 
employed varies with the season, but has amounted at times to about 
1,500 persons. According to the Census taken in October, 1922, eighteen

per cent. of the Jewish population were, at that date, living on the land, 
INDUSTRY. 


The marked activity of the building industry has absorbed a con- 
siderable number of Jewish immigrants. Particulars are given also of 
other important enterprises established with Jewish capita), such as the 
“Bociété des Grands Moulins de Palestine,” the Shemen Oil Company 
(Haifa), and the Palestine Salt Company; while investigations ere being 
made into proposals for the investment of considerable amounts of Jewish 
capital in tobacco and sugar factories. | 

The bulk of the enterprises mentioned are, naturally, due to private 
initiative, but the Zionist Organisation and other Jewish public bodies 
have not only helped in several instances to finance them, but have in 
all cates played indirectly an important part in bringing them into 
existence. Again, Jewish immigration under Zionist auspices has helped 
to provide the necessary supply of skilled labour. Moreover, the 
Zionist Organisation and other Jewish public bodies have — 
assisted industry by the provision of credit facilities. 

LABOUR. 

After an account of public works that have been carried out in. 
Palestine by Jewish labour, the Memorandum goes on to deal with labour. 
problems in the country.  nemployment reached its peak in the winter 
of 1923, when there were about 1,500 Jewish unemployed in Palestine on 
the books of the Labour Department of the Zionist Executive. At the 
beginning of this year the situation took a turn for the better, and a little 
later on an actual scarcity of Jabour began to be felt, with the result that 
immigration, which had been temporarily kept within comparatively 
narrow limits, reached the highest figures yet recorded. 

Jewish labour in Palestine is well organised. The great majority 
of the Jewish workers are members of the Palestine Jewish Workers’ 
Association, a non-political body which was founded in December, 1920, 
and bas been aMiliated since 1923 to the Amsterdam Trade Union Inter- 
national. In 1922 there were about 16,000 Jewish workmen of various 


callings in Palestine, constituting about twenty per cent. of the total 
Jewish population. 


PUBLIC HEALTH. 

The Memorandum goes on to say that Jewish Medical work in Pales- 
tine has been mainly carried out through the sgency of the Hadassah 
Medical Organisationu, which was taken over by the Zionist Organisation 
in 1921. Since 1923 its cost has been divided between the Hadassah 
Organisation of American Jewish Women, the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, and the Aeren Hayesod. In addition to maintaining hospitals, 
clinics, laboratories, and a Nurses’ Training School, the Hadassah is 
responsible for the medical and sanitary services in the immigrants’ 
camps and hostels and in many of the Jewish colonies, and for the 
medical inspection of the Jewisb schools. The services of the Hadassah 
are mainly use by Jewish patients, other sections of the population being 
provided for by the Government and by the various missionary 
bodies. The Hadassah hospitals and clinics are, however, freely open to 
all sections of the population. — 

EDUCATION. ' 

The great majority of the Jewish schools in Palestine (says the 
Memorandum) are under the contro! of the Zionist Organisation. The 
language of instruction in all Zionist schools is Hebrew. One hundred 
and twenty schools of various kinds are administered by the Education 
Department of the Zionist Executive in Jerusalem, and are attended 
by 11,962 pupils. The difficulties arising from a shortage of suitable 
text-books and edueatiopal «quipment are being gradually overcome. 
Virtually the entire cost of Jewish education in Palestine is defrayed 
from Jewish funds. In the financial year 1922-1523, the total! cost of the 
Hebrew schools was £F 87,474; and between April Ist, 1921, and December 
Slat, 1925, £238,432 were provided for Hebrew education, including 
liigher Kducation, by the Zionist Organisation through the Aeren 
liayesod, 

FINANCE, 

The aggregate receipts since the middle of 1917 of the Restoration 
lund, the Aeren Hayesod, and the Jewish National Fund, amount, it is 
paid, to close on three million pounds, nearly the whole of which has 
been expended in Palestine. In addition to this, large sums bave also 
been spentin Palestine by the Jewish Colonisation Association and by the 
Joint Distribution Committee. It is estimated that the former organisa. 
tion has disbursed some £1,200,000 and the latter about £500,000; and the 
Memorandum assumes that, over and above the nearly three million 
pounds of Zionist expenditure in Palestine, at least £1,500,000 has 
been spent in the country by other Jewish bodiessince 1918. In addition 
to this, probably not less than £1,500,000 bas been invested in Palestinian 
enterprises by Jewish bodies and private individuals; so that the total 
amount of Jewish money which bas been brought into Palestine since 
the beginning of the British Occupation is estimated at-about six million 
pounds, 

CONCLUBION. 

In summing up Jewish achievement in Palestine, the Memorandum 
points out that the report refers to a period during which the establish- 
ment of the Jewish National Home was still in its initial stages, and 
when the enormous difficulties resulting from the War had to be con- 
tended with. Itaffirms that there are two initial points on which no 
doubt can pow be entertained : first, that, given the necessary sacrifices, 
the establishment in Palestine of the Jewish National Home can 
become an accomplished fact; secondly, that these sacrifices, great as

Opening of New Premises. 


ADDRESS BY THE CHIEF RABBI. 


ibe new premises of the Lads’ Clubin Elizabeth Street, Cheetham, 
were officially opened on Sunday last. 


A guardof honour was furnished by the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, under the 


command of Captain M. C. Cassell. Mr. HAROLD. L. Benrens presided. 

The proceedings began with a short service, conducted by the Nev. 
V. Schlesinger. Rabbi Dr. Salomon recited an appropriate prayer. 

The Culer RaBBl delivered an address in the course of which he said 
that to understand the deep significance of the consecration of that Club 
House they must view it in the light of a sacred thought from Scripture. 
Only a few days ago they read in the synagogue—‘‘ No man knoweth of 
bis sepuichre unto this day.” Those words spcke of Moses, the great 
Lawgiver and Teacher of Israel. But as with the mightiest of men, so 
was it with the numberless host of humble men and women who through- 


out their days had served their Maker with undimmed eye and unbating 


force. ‘Ihey-the choir invisible to whom was due so much of the 
melody and gladness and goodness that was to be found in that bar h 
world—rested in forgotten sepuichres. Inthe great war, it was not the 
statesmen who tould not even prevent the outbreak of that world- 
conflict to whom was. due the ultimate victory; neither was it in the 
last instance due to the military chieftains. They had come to see that 
it was the Unknown Warrior who won the War, i.¢. it was the hundreds 
of thousands, nay the millions of men, who instinctively felt it their com- 
pelling duty to render the utmost sacrifice that their country might live. 
Whatever might have been the backslidings of some of the leaders 
in times of toleration and prosperity, the masses of the Jewish 
people nover surrendered completely and irrevocably to the fads and 
idolatries of the passing hour. They were the Unknown Warriors pf 
Israel's Faith. It was the Jewish masses, at home and overseas. he 
fed the funds for the Relief of the War Victims in the Ukraine and in all 
the other theatres of Jewish misery. In the Old World asin the New 
World, their agencies for Jewish endeavour were learning to look more 
and more to the plain men and women who, without wealth or power or 
too much learning, leading lowly lives and destined to rest in forgotten 
sepuichres, yet bad the unbendable and unbreakable will to be and to 
remain Jewe, and feel 
THE BROTHERHOOD OF ISRAEL 

as the strongest regulative principle of their lives. The most important 
duty therefore that confronted the ecclesiastical and lay leaders 
of Jewish life In every age was the moral and religious training of 
those Unknown Warriors. Unfortunately, in recent generations, 
that Jewish training was almost entirely confined to the years of child- 
hood; it stopped with the Larmitevah. The adolescent boy would have 
companionship and recreation, and if they did not provide these for him, 
they drove him to the streets where he obtained companionship and 
mischief, and a good deal besides. Nearly two thousand years ago, a 
great Jewish teacher enunciated the truth, “cleanliness is next to 
Godliness.” In the training of their boys.and girls to-day, it was 


- Becessary to understand the equally important principle : “ Healthiness 


is next to Holiness.” A few noble men in each community had realised 
that ; and to such @ group of wise-hearted men in Manchester was due 
the calling into existence, and the faithful management duripy twenty- 
five years, of that Club, where formerly only three-hundred lads, but now 
1,000, would be given the opportunity for indoor and outdoor recreation 
under proper direction and under influences that would be frankly and 
fearlessly religious and Jewish. “It is good for a man to bear the yoke 
in bis youth,” says Scripture. Jewish lads had the disadvantages of their 


good qualities. They suffered from too much individualism. It was 


good for them to bear the yoke in their youth, to be taught the team. i 


spirit, to learn to subordinate self, to work together, to pull together for 
the common good. Nowhere was this spirit inculcated better than in 
sport, and in a Ciub of that nature. The Manchester Jewish Community 
could not be too grateful to men like the late Alderman I. Frankenburg 
the first President of the Club, avd Mr. Harold Behrens, his successor 
to Major Henriques, Colonel Mandleberg, Mr, Isaac Cansino, and the 
Managers, friends, and supporters of that institution. Might they see 
the full realisation of all the ideals they bad before them throughout the 
last quarter of a century ! 

The Chief Kabbi concluded with a prayer of consecration. 

The Rev. J. Rabbinowitz read Alenu, and the Rev. J. Phillips recited 
the Aaddish, after which Adon Olam was suDg. 

The CHAIRMAN said that they were all proud to participate in that 
day's ceremony. Twelve months ago the foundation stone waslaid. The 
building was now complete, and the architect, Mr. Sunlight deserved 
their best thanks. They had extensive grounds suitable for games He 
thanked the Management Committee for their energetic services, and 
especially Messrs. Norman Jacobs and Neville Finburgh. The Lads’ 
Club was started in 1899 at the Jews’ School with a membership of about 
eighty. After about seven years the late Mr. Frankenburg saw the need 
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for a better club, and bought Grove House for the purpose. His family 
still carried on his good work, and bad given generously to the funds, 
The present membership was about 250. The total cost of the club would 
be about £12,000. He appealed to the community for contributions, 
whic should be sent to Mr. Isaac Cansino, Treasurer of the Building 
Committee, or to Mr. E. Lichtenstein, Treasurer of the Club. 

Lord Jesse, (who was presented with a key by the chairman), 
declared the Club open. He said thatif there had been any inconvenience 
in travelling to Manchester he felt amply rewarded by witnessing what 
had been accomplished there by the community. Many years ago, after 
he had left the Army he, in conjunction with the late Colonel Goldsmid, 
helped to found the Jewish Lads’ Brigade in London, It was pleasing to 
note how the movement had flourished, not only in London but also in 
several provincial cities. Manchester was pre-eminently first. | That was 


due to a great extent to the interest displayed by Colonel Mandleberg 


and by Major Henriques. In his long experience he had never seen any- 
thing more up-to-date and better fitted for its purpose than that Club. : 

Mr. ISAAC CANSINO, on behalf of the Board, presented a mallet to the 
Chief Rabbi. — 

Major E. C. Q. HENRIQUES proposed a vote of thanks to Lord Jessel. 
The managers, he said, aimed to give both education and religion to the 
lads. They wished to give them the opportunity of meeting their fellow- 
Jewsin duty and honour, and to cultivate habits of cleanliness, Over 
one hundred of their boys Jaid down their lives in the great war. They 
were out to fight class hatred and race prejadice. | 

Councillor §. FINBURGH, im seconding the vote, said that the Club 
was in every way a factor for good. He expressed the thanks of the 
Managers to the Chief Rabbi. In him they had a man who stood up 


fearlessly for their rights, and who had shown his determination to 


uphold orthodoxy in their midst, 

The CHier RABBI, in expressing his acknowledgments, was reminded 
cf a saying of the late Col. Goldsmid: “ Loyalty for the flag for which at 
one time the sun stood still, can only deepen our loyalty to that flag on 
which the sun never sets.” 

Mr. NoToN BARCLAY. proposed, and Mr. E. B. FInLDEN seconded, a 
yote of thanks to the Chairman, to which Mr. Bren RENS tesponded. 


At a subsequent luncheon held at the Midland Hotel, Mr. H. L. 
BEHRENS presided. He paid a tribute to Mr. Isaac Cansino for his 
energetic and zealous services for many years in connestion with the club. 

Lord JESSEL proposed “ Success to the Grove House Lads’ Club.” He 
expressed the hope that the club would be placed on a sound financial 
condition. 

Col. 8. L. MANDLEBERG, in responding, taid that the new club would 
always stand as a monument to those who showed their devotion to duty 
during the late war. During the past twenty-five years many Jewish lads 
bad passed through the Managers’ bands and had grown up to be men 
occupying positions of importance. Habits of cleanliness, self-denial and 
discipline had been instilled into them in addition to a proper sense of 
honour. 

Mr. Hernpert A. NATHAN proposed the health of the Chief Rabbi. 

The CuleF RABBI, in reply, said that he b>ped the necessary funds 
would be raised. 

Major HENRIQUES proposed the toast of The Guests,” coupling with 
it the names of Lord Jessel and Mr. EF. B. Fielden. There was present 
Mr. Jack White, V.C. (cheers), in whom they saw a concrete example of 
what the Ciub had done, and who had declared that he owed not only 
the honour he bad gained, but also life itself to the training he had 
received atthe Club. 

Lord Jesse. and Mr. FIcLDEN briefly responded. 

Mr. I. CANSINO said that years ago about £5,000 was promised towards 
the erection of the club, of which £5,500 had been received. Through 
the efforts cf Mr. Neville Finburgh, the old premises had been sold for 
£1,050. The club now required for its maintenance an annual subscription 
list of £500. Thecontributions received during that luncheon were about 
£700, and they now had to appeal to the Community for about £7,000 to 
relieve the Institution from all debt. Mr. Cansino mentioned the four 
past Officers of the club, who fell in the Great War: Jack Kothband, Ralph 
Besso, Harry Levi, Ralph Frankenburg.

“Spiritual Healing” at Bradford.

A JEWISH VIEW. 


In a recent sermon at the Bradford Reform Synagogue, the Rov. 
Nathaniel Jacobs, B.A., referred to the Bradford Mission of Spiritual 
Healing which had aroused great interest all over Britain. 

Mr. JACOBS said he was glad no Jew or Jewess had taken any active 
part in that Mission; because it was a specifically Christian effort, bound 
up very closely with New Testament teachings and the Church. Some 
months back, a considerable correspondence had taken place fn the 
Jewish Press with reference to the attitude of Judaism and of Jewish 
literature towards the conception of healing through faith, through 
prayer. In the daily Amidah they prayed: “Heal us, O Lord, and 
we shall be healed .. . . for thou, Almighty King, art a faithfal 
and merciful Physician.” It was a time-honoured custom in the 
synagogue to offer up a special prayer for any one in the community 
stricken with sickness, Judaism, however, had no teachings similar to 
those of Christian Science, with its doctrine that disease was merely “an 
error of mortal mind.” The 38th chapter of Ben Sirach contained a ciear 
account of the best Jewish thought about the r6!e of the physician in his 
relationship to the patient and to the Almighty God, from whom all 
healing power, ultimately was derived. “Honour a physician with the 
honour due to him—for the Lord hath created him.” “tor of the Most 
High cometh Healing.”. Thus they were adjured not to spurn medical 
aid in time of sickness, but to remember that the physician was dependent, 
like the patient, on the wisdom of the Almighty and Merciful Healer 
Through prayer they could obtain spiritual healing in the best sense, 
because, through prayer, they could burst the bonds cf the body and 
set free those spiritual forces and potentialities which every one “made 
in God's image” could call into play, by devotion and self-restraint. So, 
holding aloof from Christian Science and Spiritualism with thele 


'. fantasies and vagaries, they could find solace for bodily and spiritual ills 


in authentic Judaism. The lilnesses of a great number of modern Jewa 
and Jewesses were due to over-indulgence and excess of luxury. Loyalty 
to Judaism, faithfulness to the Jewish cause, would be the truest 2°57 OVD 
a healing balm to those wearied souls that yearned for a haven of calm 
and peace. |

The number of pupils on the Register was 195 at the beginning of the 
Session as against 178 at the ead of the past Session. Two visits have been paid 
by Mr. Herbert M. Adler, the Director of Jewish Education. On the first 


- occasion he made some suggestions that were immediately adopted. His final 


Report speaks of the work accomplished in the highest of terms, and expresses 
great satisfaction with the work of the Teachersand the knowledge and spirit 
evidenced in the Classes. : 

The CHAIRMAN said that he ought to apologise to them for being there, 
as he was only a substitute, it baving really been imtended that his 
brother, Mr. Ernst Schiff, should have presided, but unfortunately he had 
been obliged to leave for the United States. He considered it a great 
credit to the teaching of the Classes that those who were finished with 
the ordinary classes wished to go to the Continuation Classes. He was 
pleased to find that they were taught to be charitable. Mr. Ben jamin, the 
Secretary of the Board of Guardians, who was present, would bear him 
out when he said that the great difficulty now was the lack of communal 
workers. He was quite sure they could not bave a better teacher in that 
respect than the Rev. A. A. Green. A man more respected he did not know. 

Mrs. J. Lewis distributed the prizes. A special prize, cf a set of 
prayer books, presented by Mr. Daniel Angel in memory of his wife, was 
awarded to Dorothy Maizels, and souvenir prayer books, the giftof Mr. J, 
Lewis, were handed to those girls whotook partin the Confirmation Service, 

Mr. SAMUEL Moses, M.A. moved a vote ofthanks tothe superintendents 
and teachers, and expressed gratitude to Mr. Schiff for presiding. The 
Classes bad been established thirty-five years ago—before the synagogue 
was built—and it was gratifying to find two generations of their pupils 
who were doing good work in connection with the classes. They were 
most grateful for the whole-hearted work of Mr. Green, who was ready 
to give all his time to help the work of Jewish education. Without 
the assistance of the parents the efforts of their superintendent and staf, 
headed by Mr. Leewarden, would have very little successs. 

Mr. R. 8S. MoseLy seconded the motion. | 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN, in expressing thanks, said that he could do 
nothing without his excellent staff, who were all capable teachers. There 
was something in a class which one conld not get in private education. 
He wanted the children to come to the synagogue and be able to be 
taught together while they were young the things which would safeguard 
them when problems presented themselves later onin life. Their aim 
was to equip the children for the days to come, He hoped they would 
never here arrive at the stage arrived at in some other countries, where 
in order to obtain social or political success Jews threw their religion 
overboard. He felt gratifiod that Mr. Lowenthal and his sister had 
come forward to undertake the secretarial work. If the pupils would 
only put the work at those classes on the same level as the work tn their 
day schools, he was sure al) would be well. 

He mentioned 
that tho Classes were quite free to all children im the district,- whether 
their parents were members of the synagogue or not.

“Gates of Hope” School. 


The annual distribution of prizes at the “Gates of Hope” School and 
Villareal and National Infant Schools was held last Sunday at the 
Gravel Lane Schoo!, Houndsditch. Mr. F; N, MARTINEZ presided and Miss 
Martinez distributed the awards. _ | 

The proceedings began with the singing of Baruch Maba and Psalm 121 
by the choir, under the direction of Mr. B, Ereira, Mr, J. Hadida was 
the accompanist. 

Mr. Paul Goodman read the reports of the examiner, the Rey. D. B, 
de Mesquita. That of the * Gates of Hope” School states: 

The lowest class showed an improvement on last year, and what slight 
deficiency appeared was nothirg more than may be expected in a class of very 
young children. Division II] wae very good. Division I] was excellent, and the 
eevior class, while not coming fully up to expectation, did well enough. Some 


of the boys in this division did remarkably good work in their written tests 
both in religion and Jewish bistory 


The report of the Villareal] and National Infant Schools states : 

Class L Infants responded very satisfactorily and showed a marked improve- 
ment on last. year’s work. This is to be attributed to the fact that the little ones 
bauve been formed into a class themselves, in the charge of Miss A. Nunez Vaz. 
Claeses lI. and ILI. also gave satisfaction 

The CHAIRMAN 6aid that there was no necessity for him to ex patiate 
om the extraordinary success which had followed in the footsteps of those 
connected with the classes. There were two things which made them 
feel proud. Firstly, that those schools were established in 1664, and 
secondly, that they had begun their career in the time of Cromwell, 
going on without apy interruption until that moment. Although the 
schools were, practically speaking, two institutions, they were really one, 
Pupils attended the schools, which were now giving instruction in 
Hebrew and religion only, who lived at great distances. That showed 
that the schools were appreciated. It would give him great pleasure 
to present two or three prizes to the value of three guineas each. He 
referred tu the lack of attendance of the pupils of the classesat the 
synagogue in Bevis Marks. He wanted the boys and girls, aided by their 
parents and guardians, todo everything they possibly could to attend 
gynagogue on Sabbaths and Holy Days, 

ofr. J. CAsTELLO, it proposing 4 vote of thanks to the Chairman ana 
Miss Martinez, said that they al! regretted the absence of Mrs. Martinez, 
who was indisposed. 

Dr. L. D. BARNETT, in seconding the motion, said he was sure that 
all were particularly pleased that the religious education of the Congre. 
gation was proceeding very satisfactorily. 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply, referred with pleasure to the presence of 
she Rev. 8.

Mr. D. A. ROMAIN, in proposing a vote of thanks to the teaching staf, 
drew attention to the fact that those classes were now receiving greater 
consideration from the Congregation and from the various friends of the 
classes.

THE WEEK IN THE THEATRES. 


“The Duenna,” Sheridan's delightful comedy, which Mr. Nigel Playfair 
presented at the Lyric, Hammersmith, on Thursday of last week, bids 
fair to rival in popularity even “The Beggar’s Opera.” It is altogether a 
jolly and light-hearted affair, and is acted in the spirit of an innocent 
romp. It is this atmosphere that removes any objection from scenes that 
might, if played in another fashion, be offensive to Jews. Isaac Mendoza, 
the Jew, is, of course, the “villain of the piece”; but he isalwaysa villain 
pour rire, much more reminiscent of Pantaloon than of Mephistopheles; and 
his villainy and his Jewishness (he is, as a matter of fact, a Meshummad), 
are notin any way interdependent. The production and the acting are 
both excellent. Mr. Nigel Playfair, in addition to producing, scores a 
great success as the irate father, Don Jerome; and other outstanding 


members of the cast are Miss Elsie French as the Duenna, Mr. Frank 


Cochrane as the Jow, and Miss Elsa Macfarlane as Donna Louisa. 

Shaw’s brilliant comedy, “ Misalliance,” was revived at the Everyman 
last Monday, with a cast that, as far asthe male members are concerned, 
is almost identical with that of the previous revival at the same theatre. 
Excellent renderings are given by Messrs. Alfred Clark, Felix Aylmer, 
Harold Scott, and Frank Vosper, and by Mr. Claude Rains, who succeeds 
Mr. Milton Rosmer in the part of Joey Percival. All the female réles are 
played by newcomers; Miss Leah Bateman makes an attractive Hypatia, 
and Miss Margaret Yarde is effective as her mother, though her acting 
desenerates occasionally into farce. Miss Dorothy Green is obviously 
misc st as the Polish acrobat, a part excellently filled in the last pre- 
duction by Miss Dorothy Holmes-Gore. The playis “ brought up to date” 
by a referente to 1921, and by the heroine’s bobbed hair ; but one of the 
characters still speaks of “halfpenny papers.” “ Misalliance,” although 
much of its dialogue is topical enough, is obviously not a 1924 play, and 
it gains nothing by a process of “ renovation and repairs.” | 

The work of furnishing the Fortune Theatre has taken longer to com- 
plete than was anticipated, so the opening fixed for to-morrow has been 
postponed for one week, when the first performance of Laurence Cowen's 
“Sinners” will be given. 

Last Monday the Amateur Societies of London took possession of the 


Scala Theatre as their permanent bome, and presented Gilbert and. 


‘ Sullivan’s opera, “The Gondoliers.” “The Rebel Maid” was to be per- 
formed last night and for the remainder of the week. As the result of 
this week's effort, it is hoped that a large amount of money will be 
raised, as all profits are to be devoted to charity. Next week the 
Chiswick Operatic Society will present “The Duchess of Danzic,” by 
arragement with Sir George Dance. The whole of the proceeds will be 
devoted tothe funds of the Royal Northern Hospital. 

The Dramatic Section ®f the Stamford Hill Literary Society gave 
the opening performance of its season last Saturday evening, under the 
auspices of the Dalston Junior Literary Society. A triple bill was 
presented, consisting of “ Wurzel-Flummery,” a one-act comedy by A. A. 
Milne, “ Keenie.” by Charles Landstone, and “The Dear Departed,” by 
Stanley Houghton. The Sinclair Quartette played selections. “ Wurzel- 
Fiummery” isan amusing trifle, which was excellently presented, outstand.- 
ing performances being given by Messrs. Mark Colvin and J, R. Ritblat. 
“ Reenie,” (the author of which is the Chairman of the Stamford ‘Hill 
Dramatic Section) was not quite so well done, although Mr. J. Bilver 
was cilective as an elderly Jewish business man.

She writes: “Viewing the interesting debate (which you have 
Initiated) from the artistic angie, I find that one has much scope iu 
verifying that the downfall of the nations and the so-called end of the 
Jews ‘s not through art. Take, for instance, the end of the once 
powe'fal Roman nation. Was the latter’s downfall due to its love of 

art, er to its love of power, or yet again to ite greed for more territory, 
in order to make it a still mightier nation? Having in mind what I 
bad once stored in my memory regarding the history of the Romans,
